WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
Adm. J. O. Richardson testified 
today the late President Roosevelt 
toldw him Oct. 8, 1940, that “soon- 
er or later the Japanese probably 
will make a mistake and we will 
enter the war.” 


TRUMAN SUBMITS 5-POINT 
HEALTH PLAN TO CONGRESS 


Compulsory Insurance System, Federal Aid 
in Building Hospitals and Expanding 
Health Services Included. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
President Truman today submit- 
ted to Congress a five-point na- 
tional health program including a 
compulsory insurance system. 

The compulsory insurance pro- 

gram, which the White House said 
is not socialized medicine, would 
call for prepayment of costs 
through premiums adjusted to 
meet the income of the people 
generally, 
The White House explained, in 
an accompanying statement, that 
patients would remain free to 
choose their doctors, that doctors 
could accept or reject patients 
and that hospitals “would continue 
to manage their own services.” 

The other points in the Presi- 
dent’s message called for: 

1. Federal aid for construction 
of hospitals, health centers and 
other facilities. 

2. Expansion of public health, | 


maternal and child health serv- 

ices. 

3. Federal aid for more ade- 
quate professional education and 
research with emphasis on the 

cause, prevention and cure of 
cer and mental illnesses. 

4. Disability insurance to pro- 
tect families by guaranteeing 
some income when workers are 
sick of permanently disabled. 
“We should resolve now,” the 
President told Congress, “that the 
health of this nation is a national 
concern; that financial barriers in 
the way of attaining health shall 
be removed; that the health of all 
its citizens deserves the help of 
all the nation.” 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, introduced legislation to 
translate the President’s program 
into action. He offered, with the 
co-sponsorship of Senator Murray 
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The Pearl] Harbor attack was on 
Dec. 7, 1941. 

Recounting a conversation with 
the President at the White House, 
the former commander of the 
Pacific fleet said he asked 
whether we were going to get 
into the war. 

Richardson said the President 
replied that “if the Japanese at- 
tack Thailand, the Kra peninsula, 
or the Dutch East Indies, we will 
not enter the war.”

Gearhart retorted angrily that 
he was nut on the stand as a wit- 
ness and wag not subject to cross- 
examination, adding: “I want to 
say that anybody who gives me 
information can be certain that 
I won't disclose his identity.” 

Senator Lucas (Dem.), [llinois, 
said he thought anybody who 
knew anything about the Pearl 
Harbor attack ought to be called 
as a witness. 

“We should be able to get to the 
bottom of these rumors that are 
being spread around by individ- 
uals,” Lucas asserted, adding that 
if anybody had important infor- 
mation and refused to come be- 
fore the committee, his evidence 
ought not to be given much cred- 
ence. 

“If we are going to be prevented 
from having anyone come to us 
and give us information in confi- 
dence,” Gearhart replied, “that 
means that the door of investiga- 
tion has been closed in our faces.

TTOILLINOIS CITIES 


East St. Louis Area Not 
Affected — Long- Dis- 


tance Calls in Emergen- 


cies Handled.

All long-distance and local man- 
ual telephone service in Illinois 
except in East St. Louis, Belle- 
ville, the Tri-Cities and a few 
scattered points in the state was 
halted at 6 a.m. today by a strike 
of local and long-distance opera- 
tors of the Illinois Bell Telephone 


Co., called as a result of a wage 
dispute. 


No long-distance calls were han- 
dled except in emergencies, al- 


though in communities with the 
dial system local calls were pos- 
sible. 


The strike affected 116 Illinois 
cities, including a part of Chicago 
and Lake and Porter counties in 
Indiana. It did not extend to 
the East St. Louis area since tele- 
phone service there, with the ex- 
ception of Caseyville in St. Clair 
county, is provided by the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co., whose 
employes are fot involved, 

The strike was called by the 
independent Illinois Telephone 
Traffic Union, to which a majority 
of the operators in the state be- 
long. The union has demanded a 
$6 weekly wage increase for all 
operators and a reduction of from 
nine to five years in the time re- 
quired to reach maximum pay, 
which ranges from $26 to $32 a 
week, 

The company offered a flat $4 a 
week increase, based on a recom- 
mendation of the War Labor 
Board's National Telephone Com- 
mission, and a time limit for max- 
imum pay of eight years. The 
company also agreed to open ne- 
gotiations on the $2 difference in 
wages requested by the union, 
provided the operators would re- 
main at work. — 

A. J. Mahon of Alton, district 
commercial manager of the Illi- 
nois Telephone Co., said long dis- 
tance calls and all but dial system 
local calls had been discontinued 
except in emergencies at Alton, 
Wood River, Edwardsville, Collins- 
ville and Caseyville.

WASHINGTON, Nov: 19 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Administration 
says a new automobile should cost 
just about the same as prewar 
models, but dealers indicate they 
are ready for a finish fight over 
government pricing methods. 

The new cellings announced yes- 
terday show that General Motors 
cars will cost the public a little 


less than the 1942 cars, whereas: 
prices for Fords, Studebakers and 
Chrysler-made autos will be some- 
what higher. 

W. L. Mallon president of the 
National Automobile Dealers As- 
sociation, said his organization 
was “disappointed ‘but not sur- 
prised” at the new price sc‘edule. 

Under the OPA plan, manufac- 
turers will be allowed increases. 
Generally speaking, these wil] not 
be passed on to the consumers, 
but will be absorbed by the 
dealers. | 

Predicts Pricing Amendment, 

Mallon, who is in Cincinnati at- 
tending an executive committee 
meeting of his group, said the 
dealers feel the decision “is not 
justified .. . either by the limited 
studies made by OPA, nor the 
section of the pricing act upon 
which Mr. Bowles (Price Adminis- 
trator Chester Bowles) bases his 
claim of a right to alter dis- 
count margins.” | 

He predicted the pricing act 
would be amended “in the very 
near future” to clarify this point, 
and said that Chairman Patman 
(Dem.), Texas, of the House Small 
Business Committee, agreed with 
him on this contention, 

Patman declined to comment 
pending a study of the OPA ac- 
tion, but Representative Larcade

City Lacked Funds and 
Space — War Chest 
Granted $25,000 for 


Referral Agency Only, 
J. J. Griffin Says. 


John J. Griffin, president of the 
board of directors of the Veterans’ 


\Information and Referral Center, 


said today that the decision of 
the board’s executive committee 
not to establish a comprehensive 
service center here, such as advo- 
cated by Gen. Omar N, Bradley, 
administrator of veterans’ affairs, 


was based on several factors. He 
listed these as: 

Inability of the city to finance 
the center, 

Insistence of the War Chest, 
which agreed to finance it, that 
the center not duplicate the ef- 
forts of any existing agency. 

Lack of adequate quarters. 

Putting all welfare agencies 
under one roof was a physical 
impossibility and was not needed 
at this time. 

Began on Limited Budget. 
“We had to begin operations on 

a limited budget,” Griffin said, 
“and we felt it would be better to 
spend available funds on salaries 
for trained personnel than to use 
a large portion of our budget on 
rental of space and then have to 
rely on volunteer help.” 

Griffin, who has tendered his 
resignation as president of the 
center’s board of directors, said 
that the committee which organ- 
ized the center had to turn to the 
War Chest for financial aid after 
city pfficials informed the com- 
mittee that the city had no funds 
to finance the project. 

Some members of the War Chest 
finance committee, he said, felt 
that the proposed agency was not 
needed at alk because it would 
duplicate the work of agencies 
already established. 

Restricted to Referrals, 

The War Chest was prevailed 
upon to allow the new center 
$25,000 for its first year’s opera- 
tions, but only after War Chest 
officials stipulated that the center 
would be strictly a referra) agency 
where veterans would be sent to 
the agency that could help them, 
Griffin said. “ 

Establishment of the center was 
delayed several months earlier 
this year by failure to find suitable 
quarters. Griffin said the Muni- 
cipal Auditorium Commission of- 
fered only two rooms on the 
third floor of Kiel ‘Auditorium 
with the center to pay for out-of- 
pocket expenses such as additional 
janitorial and elevator service., 

This offer was turned down be- 
cause the center’s executive com- 
mittee felt it could not afford 
even that expense and because 
it wanted quarters with a street 
entrance for the convenience of 
disabled veterans, he said. 

Mayor Tells of Discussions. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann told 
the Post-Dispatch that he had in- 
formally discussed the use of Kiel 
Auditorium with representatives 
of the center and suggested that 
they inspect the Auditorium for 
possible sites. He said there was 
sOme discussion at that time about 
payment of expenses in connec- 
tion with use of Auditorium fa- 
cilities but that he was not fa- 
miliar with details which the 
center representatives and the 
Auditorium commission may have 
discussed, 

“When I was approached about 
the matter, I said the city would 
provide space in Kiel Auditorium,” 
the mayor said, “I felt, and still 
feel, that the needs of the veterans 
should come before anything else.” 

Reminded of a statement he 
made last June when the center 
was being organized that “we 
should give it a trial and see how 
it works,” Mayor Kaufmann de- 
clined comment on, present opera- 
tions in the light of Gen. Brad- 
ley’s statements yesterday con- 
cerning community aid to veter- 
ans.

TOKYO, Nov. 19 (AP)—Eleven 
Japanese war leaders, including 
generals accused of responsibility 
for the rape of Nanking, the Muk- 
den incident and the bombing of 
the United States gunboat Panay, 
were ordered arrested today, 

Simultaneously, headquarters an- 
nounced that 57 more Japanese 
accused as war criminals—mostly 
minor characters charged with 
brutalities against war prisoners— 
were in custody. 

Other developments included: 

Supreme headquarters barred 
all Japanese “nationalistic” 
films, including “Shoot Down 
That Flyer,” a propaganda pic- 
ture which, headquarters 
charged, falsely depicted the Ba- 
taan campaign. American pris- 
oners were forced to act in the 
film. Japanese companies were 
prohibited henceforth from mak- 
ing militaristic pictures or any 
at variance with the Potsdam 
declaration or Allied directives.

MOVE ON CAPITAL 


Tehran Orders Troops to 
Azerbaijan; Russians 
Previously Have Barred 
Entry — Fighting in 
Tabriz Reported. 


TEHRAN, Iran, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
The Iran Parliament decided in 
a special meeting today to send two 
battalions of troops to Soviet-oc- 
cupied Azerbaijan province where 
armed members of the separatist 
Democratic party have occupied 
some of the major towns in @ re- 
volt. The insurgents were reported 
advancing along the ‘30 mile long 


railway from Mianeh to Tehran, 
the capital. 

Whether the Russians would 
permit entrance of Iranian forces 
to the trouble area was uncertain, 
On previous occasions the govern- 
ment’s troops dispatched north- 
ward to restore control over 
trouble spots have been stopped, 

Tehran newspapers said editor- 
jally the “rebels” in Azerbaijan 
were recently immigrated 
“strangers” wearing military boots 
and trousers with civilian jackets 
and hats. 

All communication with the 
northwestern border province had 
been severed. It was announced 
that the newly-nominated ver- 
nor of Azerbaijan was scheduled 
to leave by plane today for 
Tabriz, main city of Azerbaijan, 
where armed conflict also was re- 
ported. Tabriz is 300 miles north- 
west of Tehran. 

Three Towns Cut Off, 

Three towns with Iranian gar- 
risons were reported to have 
been isolated by the insurgents in 
two days of fighting in the moun- 
tainous province, They also were 
said to be threatening Zenjan 
and Kazvin, respectively 165 and 
80 miles northwest of Tehran. 

A high ranking Iranian officer 
termed the situation “desperate.” 

An Iranian Government spokes- 
man reported the insurgents seized 
control of Mianeh in fighting in 
which one Iranian gendarme Cap- 
tain, four soldiers and two railway 
atation employes were killed. 

The Iranian Council of Minis- 
ters instructed War Minister Gen. 
Riazi and Chief of Staff Gen, 
Tbraham Arfa to ask the Rus- 
gian military attache for an ex- 
planation of the situation. The 
Soviet charge d’affairs is ill, The 
Soviet attache promised to refer 
the request to Gen. Sovetnikov, 
commander in chief of Russian 
forces in Iran, 

The Iranian spokesman said 
rifles and machineguns were dis 
tributed to the separatists from 
trucks bearing Red Army insignia. 
There was no indication that Rus- 
sian troops were manning the 
trucks. 

Tranians in the capital said they 
understood that the weapons 
wielded by the insurgents were 
considered part of 100,000 Iranian 
rifles and machineguns handed 
over to the Russians when Red 
troops entered Iran in 10941. 

(Advices from Northern Iran on 
Oct, 22 said new contingents of 
Russian troops, including cavalry 
and infantry as well as tank and 
air units,.had arrived in Tabriz). 


Russians Refuse Request, 

The occupation of Mianeh, the 
Tehran spokesman said, was re- 
ported in a message Friday by 
the governor of Zenjan, a Kham- 
seh province town 70 miles south- 
east of Mianeh. He quoted the 
poveser as saying the command- 
ng genera! of the Iranian division 
at Tabriz had asked permission of 
Soviet authorities to send An offi- 
eer to Tehran to report to the 
government, but the Rusgians re- 
fused his request. 

Azerbaijan province, part of 
which borders on the Caspian sea, 
is on the former lend-lease route 
to the Soviet Union and adjoins 
the Armenian and A2erbaijan So- 
viet Socialist Republith 

Reports circulated "in Tehran, 
meanwhile, that the Allies had

The gov- 
ernment announced recently it had 
decided to reinforce its naval 
forces and patrol the nation’s 
northern and southern shores, in 
an attempt to halt an increase in 
the illegal export of foodstuffs.

FTER days of -bombings, 

hunger, thirst, all the hor- 

rors and indignities to 
which men ean be subjected, 
two groups of American pris- 
oners were now definitely on 
their way to Japan, They 
were being taken from the 
Philippines, away from the 
last hope of rescue by Gen, 
Mac Arthur’s advancing 
forces, 

About 1000 of the men were 
aboard a freighter known as 
‘‘No. 2.’’ Some 234 were 
aboard ‘‘No, 1.’’ Again their 
quarters were airless holds of 
stench, disease and terror. | 
was Dec, 27, 1944, 

A Death an Hour. 

Death was moving quietly 
among them. Of dehydration or 
diarrhea, or old wounds, a man 
died almost every hour. From the 
Japanese galley they procured 
rice sacks for shrouds, hen a 
man died his body was stripped 
of useable clothing, placed in a 
sack, and hoisted up. 

Tying up the bodies was the 
ob of boatewains like Jesse E, 

e of Ban Diego, 

“The trouble was that the sec- 
ond day we ran out of sacks,” 
he sald, “Il would ‘tie a running 
bowline around the feet of the 
corpse and a half hitch around 
his head, and then say, ‘all

‘Then he would rise up out 
0° the hold, and his friends 
could see him for the last time 
against the sky, swinging back

Men Shiver Night and Day. 


As the ships drew away from 
the Luzon coast it began te grow 
cold, The men who had broiled 
now shivered night and day, 

As the deaths incréased the 
Japanese made a rule that bodies 
could no longer be hoisted out of 
the hold immeviately after death. 
They had to lie out on the bottom 
of the hold so as to be in full 
sight of Lt, Toshino, Jap officer 
in charge, or Mr. Wada, his inter- 
preter, when they glanced into 
the pit, When there were six or 
eight bodies, Mr. Wada would 
give permission for a general 
hoisting of corpses, 

The horse tro.ghs around the 
hold—the ship had earried horses 
to Luzon—had now been turned 
into latrines. 

“You could watch a fly go from 
the latrines to the bodies, and 
then from the bodies to your 
rice,” said a prisoner, 

Capt. Jack Clark, a Marine, 
kept the death rll for Lt. Col. 
Curtis Beecher of Chicago. 

The 234 men on “No, 1” were in 
a way worse off then those on 
“No, 2” because they were com- 
mitted into the hands of their 
frightened Formosan guards. For 
the first two cays they got noth- 
ing at all, except that the guards 
diverted themselves by dropping

} WA, Col, Johnny Johnson, one of 
the few hard-working officers who 
came through, took firm hold and 
saw that every scrap of food on 
hand was rationed, 

Their first food was the leav- 
ings from the guards—and a 
Japanese guard does not leave 
very much, It amounted to a 
teaspoon of rice per man, 

Johnson took a teaspoonful to 
the commander of guard. 
He said, “If we must go on like 
this, my men will all die.” The 
“gommander replied, “We want 

you to die. Your submarines are 
sinking our ships. We want you 
to die.” 

The Jap crewmen sold a kind of 
cheap rock candy to the prisoners 
for rings and fountain pens, 

All sense of disorder and fight 
was now gone from the men, 
Johnson had set them off in groups 
of 20, by areas, Bearded, dirty, 
shoeless and sunburned, —_ lay 
in their areas, waiting death in 
the throbbing hold, 

“No, 2,” though it was the newer 
and larger ship, broke its steering 
gear two days from the Philip- 
pines and had to be towed most of 
the rest of the way. 

The convoy reached the harbor 
of Takau, Formosa, on New 
Year's day. In celebration of safe 
arrival the prisoners aboard “No, 
1” received five pieces of hardtack 
each, their New Year's feast. 
About a dozen r-n died on “No, 
1” and somewhat larger number 
on “No, 3,” 

Older men like P, D, Rogers, 
who had once been Gen, John J, 
Pershing’s secretary and also 
served ag Governor of Jolo, passed 
away of general weakness, while 
young men like Capt. Alfonso 
Melendez and Capt. James Sad- 
ler, both of Santa Fe,died of dys- 
entery and exhaustion. Maj. Reg- 
inald H. Ridgely Jr., Beecher’s 
marine mess officer, kept up a 
ceaseless chant of “take it easy, 
boys, at ease, now” in his deep 
voice. 

Two Groups Combined. 


After three or four days in 


'Takau harbor, the Japanese de- 


cided to put the two parties to- 
gether again aboard “No. 2,” The 
smaller party spent a day and 
night, in between, aboard a still 
smaller freighter with ea bad list, 
apparently from bombing. After 
24 hours without food or water 
they were moved on Jan. 4to "No. 
2” and jammed down into the 
midships hold elready oceupied by 
about 1000 men. The next day 
the Japanese decided to open a 
forward hold, where about 450 men 
under Capt. (now Maj.) Arthur 
Wermuth of Chicago, the “one- 
man army,” were transferred. 
The prisoners knew that they 
were now within range of more 
bombers: the American air force 
in China. Their alarm was in- 
creased when a light warship Ll 
roached and tied itself to “No 
\" making an inviting double tar- 
get. 
“No, 2” had already taken 
aboard 200 sacks of sugar, which 
were placed in the lower part of 
the crowded hold amidships, The 
prisoners sensed that the moment 
for departing for Japan was at 
hand, The 37 British prisoners 
who had been with them from 
Manila were ordered ashore, join- 
ing their compatriots in For- 
mosa's camps, 


Bombs Begin to Fall. 


About 8 a.m. of Jan. 6 there 
was a sudden crackle of anti- 
aircraft fire, Practice or real? 
Under the closed hatches the 
prisoners could not tell. Then 
the bombs began to fall. The first 
hit the side close by the forward 
nald, and the ship rolled with the 
blow. The others--two or per- 
haps three—hit close inboard, 

The first bomb not only tore at

‘CONGRESS’ CHRISTMAS RECESS 
MAY BE HELD UP TILL DEC, 23 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
Speaker Rayburn said after a 
White House visit today that Con- 


gress may not be able to start its 
Christmas recess before Dec, 23. 
Leaving @ conference with Presi- 
dent Truman, Rayburn told re- 
porters that the Administration 
leadership would try to. get 
through by Dec. 20 or 23, but it 
may be as late as Dec, 23. 

He said action must be com- 
pleted on the “full employment”

Migsouri College Dean Dies, 

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., Nov. 
19 (AP)—Vest C, Myers, dean of 
Southeast Missouri State College 
since 1988, died yesterday follow- 
ing a three weeks’ illness. He was 
55 years old. He was president of

40 Killed in One Hold, 


In this hold amidships, from 
which come the only coherent ac- 
counts of what happened, there 
were about 40 killed and about 
200 wounded, In_ the forward 
hold, which resembled a human 
butcher shop, over half the pris- 
oners, more than 200, had been 
willed and many of the rest were 
gravely wounded. rel _ 

The Japs were in @ civilize 
harbor, with doctors, hospitals, 
barges, and all other medical 
services at their disposal.

Forrestal Says Adviser of 


Presidents Should Lead 
‘Study of Weapons, Re. 
organization, 


DETROIT, Nov. 19 (AP)—Sec- 
retary of the Navy Forrestal sug- 
gested today that Bernard M. 
Baruch be named to head a presi 
dential commission to study the 


entire question of national] ge- 
curity, 

Forrestal said that Baruch, a 
frequent adviser of Presidents, is 
“a citizen who hag had intimate 
familiarity with our organization 
for war in two great struggles,” 

The Navy has recommended 
that such a commission be named 
before any action is taken to 
merge the armed forces into one 
department, 

In a talk to the Economie Club 
of Detroit, Forrestal] said national! 
security is “a question whose 
ramifications spread beyond the 
jurisdiction of any single econgres-. 
sional committee and beyond the 
cognizance of any military organ- 
ization.” 

He said: 

“In order to dispose of the 
charge that the Navy's suggestion 
of this commission jis based sim- 
ply on tactics of delay, linger and 
wait, [ propose that the commis- 
sion be given a deadline for the 
conclusion of its work of July 1, 
1946, so that its results would be 
available for the deliberations of 
Congress immediately after that 
date, 

“The commission should study 
the ‘import of new weapons of 
warfare on our national = secur- 
ity,” Forrestal said. “If we re- 
organize the armed forces today, 
how do we know that the new or- 
ganization will conform to the po- 
tentialities of new weapons? Per- 
haps the commission wil) recom- 
mend a new independent service 
using guiding missiles instead of 
one conglomerate service. Per- 
haps the strategic air force of big 
bombers as we know it will be 
judged as dead as the horse and 
buggy.” 

Forrestal described as “unadult”’ 
both extreme schools of thought 
on sharing the atomic bomb secret 
with the rest of the world. 

One of these groups, he gaid, 
wants to “hug the secret to our 
bosom;” the other would make the 
discovery available to anyone, 
“even without being aware yet of 
its full implications.” 

The recent statement of policy 
issued by President Truman, 
Prime Minister Attlee and Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King, For- 
restal said, “sharpens more than 
any other utterances that I have 
noted the argument for a creation 
of a world union.”

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GOV. DONNELLY 
TO INVESTICATE 
UNIONIZATION OF 


POLICEMEN HERE 


He Acts After Business 
Men Express Fear Of- 
ficers Would Not Dis- 


charge Duties in Event

As the result of numerous pro- 
tests against organization of a 
union among members of the St. 
Louis Police Department, Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly will investigate 
the situation here, he announced 
today. 

St. Louis business men have 
written and telephoned the Gov- 
ernor expressing fear that the 
newly organized police union 
would prevent proper discharge 
of police duties in maintaining 
order during strikes. 

State Attorney General J. E. 
Taylor is preparing an opinion on 
legality of the formation of a po- 
lice union here af the request of 
Mark D. Eagleton, president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners. 
Eagleton also asked City Counsel- 
or George L. Stemmler for a writ- 
ten opinion on the question. 

Four complaints against the 
union have been received by 
Eagleton, who said the complain- 
ants cited as an argument 
against unionization alleged fail- 
ure of police at Stamford, Conn., 
to clear a way through picket 
lines for the president of the 
strikebound Yale & Towne Manu- 
facturing Co. 

In announcing formation of the 
union here, oderick MacDon- 
ald of Madison, Wis., organizer 
for the AFL American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal 
Employes, said last week the 
union’s charter specifically pro- 
hibited strikes by the policemen 
and authorized them to cross 
picket lines in performance of 
their duty. 

MacDonald said more than 900 
of the 1800 men in the Police De- 
partment have joined the union, 
which enrolls only those below the 
rank of lieutenant. 

Police Department regulations 
forbid membership in a union and 
order policemen to notify the chief 
of any attempt to. organize. Al- 
though no effort to obtain permis- 
sion of Police Chief James_ J. 
Mitchell was made, Eagleton said 
he planned no investigation of 
this breach of regulations, He ex- 
pressed the personal opinion this 
rule was not enforceable, in view 
of the fact that it conflicted with 
state and federal laws giving the 
men the right to organize. 

Possible rescinding of this rule 
will be studied by the Police Board 
at its meeting next Friday. 

MacDonald said his union had 
organized policemen in more than 
100 cities, including Chicago, 
Omaha, Los Angeles, Spokane and 
Louisville, and asserted that ex- 
istence of the union had in no 
May impaired police efficiency. 

At Louisville, where 309 of the 
500 Police Department employes 
organized a union only a month 
ago, policemen have plated their 
duties as law enforcement officers 
above any union allegiance in han- 
dling a troublesome strike at the 
Kentucky Hotel, it was pointed 
out. 

AFL employes of the hotel 
walked out, and non-union mem- 
bers have been operating the hotel 
for some four months. When 
pickets attempted to halt delivery 
of supplies to the hotel, the police, 
disregarding union considerations, 
stepped in and made it clear to 
the strikers that no violation of 
law would be tolerated. Delivery- 
men have received adequate police 
protection whenever it was need- 
ed, it was reported. 

Like the St. Louis local, the 
Louisville union specified that it 
would not strike, its aims being 
to improve the pension system and 
correct wage inequities through 
negotiation, Organization of the 
union was effected in spite of a 
ruling by the Kentucky Attorney 
General’s office that police had 
no right to join a union.

Contract to Run 6 Years — 
Commission Will Preside

An agreement prohibiting 
strikes or work stoppages for six 
years in St. Louis laundries and 
dry cleaning plants was an- 
nounced today by representatives 
of employers and three unions in- 
volved, 


A commission composed of the 
Rev. Leo C. Brown, S.J., St. Louis 
University economist; A. A. 
Ahner, representing the compa- 
nies, and Lawrance Camie, union 
business agent, representing the 
unions, will preside over disputes, 
including those involving wages, 
which are to be reviewed every 
two years. Father Brown was 
designated impartial commission- 
er of the arbitration group. 


The contract affects 42 laun- 
dries, dry cleaning and _ towel 
service firms in St. Louis, employ- 
‘ing about 3000 workers. Wage 
‘levels were adjusted and a vaca- 
tion plan established, it was 
stated by Ahner, who declined to 
give details. The Laundry Work- 
ers’ International Union, the In- 
ternational Association of Clean- 
ing and Dye House Workers and 
the Teamsters’ Joint Council were 
represented in the negotiations.

in the old Courthouse at Broad- 
way and Market street, where two 
rooms were remodeled to house 
the new agency. 


Griffin said that when the War 
Chest agreed to finance the cen- 
ter, it was understood that any 
agency interested in veterans’ wel- 
fare could have representatives at 
the center or take space in the 
center but that this would be on 
a voluntary basis only. 

“We could not insist or ask 
these agencies to come in; they 
would have to také the initiative,” 
he said. 


Several Agencies Co-operate. 

The center was to supply only 
services not given by established 
agencies, he continued, and for 
the time being it was felt more 
economical to operate strictly on 
a referral basis until it was deter- 
mined how many referrals a day 
were made to which agencies. 

“We now have representatives 
of several agencies at the referral 
center for preliminary conferences 
with veterans,” he said. “These 
include the United States Em- 
ployment Service, the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission and the Veterans’ 
Administration. 

“It would be impossible for such 
agencies as these to move their 
voluminous files into the center 
and therefore the veteran still has 
to be referred to the headquarters 
of these agencies after it is de- 
termined just what it is the vet- 
eran seeks,” 


Griffin said there is compara- 
tively small need for welfare 
agencies and specialized services, 
such as the Veterans’ Psychiatric 
Clinic, which is located in the 
University Club building. 


“Since there are only two or 
three calls a day at the referral 
center for such agencies, the 
agencies themselves feel it is 
more economical to send the vet- 
eran to them rather than for them 
to maintain a full time employe 
at the center,” he said. 


Housing Biggest Need. 


The principal need at the center 
today is an adequate listing of 
housing facilities, he sgontinued. 
“We have more calls for help 
along that line than any other. We 
are trying, in co-operation with 
the Real Estate Exchange, to fill 
this need, but houses apparently 
just aren't to be had.” 

Griffin said he understood there 
are more than 400 agencies that 
may, at one time or another, be 
called upon to help a veteran. 

“Even if we thought’a service 
center was needed here, I think 
it would be physically impossible 
to get a place big enough to 
house them all,” he declared. 
“Then, too, there would be the 
problem of financing. Either 
the agencies themselves would 
have to finance the center or the 


-|center would have to look else- 


where for funds.” 

The plan for a central agency 
to help veterans was advariced 
early in 1944 by the Veterans’ Re- 
employment Advisory Council of 
the United States. Employment 
Service after many veterans com- 
plained of receiving the “run 
around” from various welfare 
groups, Griffin said. 

In co-operation with the Social 
Planning Council, the Veterans’ 
Re-employment Council set up an 
organization committee that drew 
up plans for the referral center.

ENGINEERS BEGINS 


Walkout Follows Refusal 
by Contractors Here to 
Meet Demand for $20- 
a-Day Wage. 


Hoisting engineers of AFL 


Engineers, Hoising Local 513, quit 
work today because of refusal by 
building contractors: of a union 
demand for a $20-a-day wage, in- 
creased from the present $16, and 
for other concessions. 

Contractors reported that the 
stoppage affected Government 
building jobs at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field and numerous pri- 
vate construction works. They 
were unable to estimate the num- 
ber of workers out. Union head- 
quarters at 6323 Easton avenue re- 
fused to make any announcement 
until later in the day. The union 
has about 1000 members not all of 
whom were at work. 
| Work of other building crafts on 
the various jobs continued today. 
Some contractors said they could 
get along without the hoisters for 
a few days, but it was agreed that 
there would be a_ progressive 
“backing-up” effect on the other 
work, and that the strike, if pro- 
longed, would tie up building. 

Refusal by Contractors. 

Union members were notified by 
individual registered letters late 
last week to quit work today if 
the demands were not granted. 
The contractors’ refusal waa made 
known Friday. 

One of the Government jobs 
affected by the walkout was the 
reconversion of the St. Louis ord- 
nance plant, to be used by the 
War Department as a headquar- 
ters for Army records. 

Private construction jobs in 
which the union hoisters have 
been employed include an office 
building for Monsanto Chemical 
Co. and new buildings or recon- 
struction work for the American 
Stove Co., Jackes-Evans Manufac- 
turing Co., Sussmann-Digonier Co. 
Stout Sign Co., Sears-Roebuck, 
Deaconess Hospital Nurses’ Home, 
Little Flower Church in Richmond 
Heights and the Plaza building in 
Clayton. 

Unions’ Wage Demands. 

The union last week notified the 
Master Builders’ Association and 
the Municipal Contractors’ Associ- 
ation that the scale demanded, be- 
ginning today, would be $2.50 an 
hour ($20 a day) for operators of 
major power units, including pow- 
er shovels, cranes, pile drivers and 
concrete hoists and mixers; and $2 
an hour, an increase of 50 cents, 
for operators of secondary units. 
Other demands were employment 
of a master mechanic, at $2.75 an 
hour, or $22 a day, and a helper, 
at $2 an hour, on all jobs employ- 
ing five or more engineers, and 
an additional engineer for each 
pump or siphon used, 

The contractors declared they 
could not absorb the proposed in- 
crease, and termed some features 
of the proposal “feather-bedding” 
on the union’s part. They said 
the pump-siphon engineer would 
have little to do but to turn on 
the apparatus in the morning and 
shut it off in the evening.

“Prepayment would relieve fam- 
ilies of worry about medica) costs 
and would encourage them to re- 
ceive care as soon as it is needed.

Doctors would 
remain free to accept or reject 
patients. Hospitals would continue 
to manage their own services. Vol- 
untary organizations could partici- 
pate in the insurance system, 
either to provide services and be 
paid therefor, or to assist in ad- 
ministration, depending on their 
functions. 

“Decentralized administration 
would provide for needed local ad- 
justments in fees, methods of pay- 
ment and arrangements for serv- 
ices. 

“Doctors and hospitals could ex- 
pect improvement and stability of 
income, at the same time that pa- 
tients are relieved of unexpected 
and burdensome costs. 

“Recommendation V. Protection 
against loss of wages from sick- 
ness and disability. Disability in- 
surance would protect America’s 
families by guaranteeing some in- 
come when they are sick ‘or per- 
manently disabled. 

“The President urged the Con- 
gress to consider such health leg- 
islation now. This five-point pro- 
gram would strengthen the nation 
to meet future problems. It would 
contribute greatly to freedom from 
want.”

Measure Giving President 
Broad Powers Goes to 
House — Conference 
Necessary.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
Legislation granting broad presi- 
dential authority for reorganiza- 


tion of the Federal Government 
was passed today by the Senate 
on a voice vote, 

The measure now goes to the 
House which had passed separate 
and different legislation on the 
same subject. The Senate bill was 
substituted for this. A Senate- 
House conferenee committee will 
try to adjust the two measures. 

Earlier the Senate rejected, by 
a roll call vote of 40 to 25, a sub- 
stitute measure offered by Sena- 
tors Smith (Rep.), New Jersey, 
and Donnell (Rep.), Missouri. 

Under this proposed substitute 
the President would have been di- 
rected to submit plans to Congress 
for affirmative votes of the Senate 
and House under special pro- 
cedure to assure speedy action, 

The administration bill would 
allow presidential reorganization 
plans to become effective unless 
both Senate and House disap- 
proved them. Fifteen agencies 
are exempted from ifs provisions.

Men Linked With Troubles, 

The list of war leaders ordered 
imprisoned stretched back into 
Japan's troubled period in the late 
1920s and early 1930s, when the 
so-called “younger officers” began 
a reign of terror which eventually 
won militarists domestic power. 

Koiso, whom well informed Jap- 
anese civilians term the “real 
brains” of the army, recently was 
linked by Mazaki in-a newspaper 
interview with an attempt in 1931 
to seize control of the government. 
Mazaki in turn was accused by 
headquarters with having had a 


Equally insidious, but less well 
known, Minami long was consid- 
ered a key man in the Kwantung 
army clique which through terror 
finally won domestic power cul- 
minating in Tojo’s dictatorship. 
Minami in the mid-1930s often was 
called the “real ruler of Japan” / 
but actually his individual power 
was less than Tojo’s. 

Araki “Super-Militarist.” 


MacArthur’s directive described 
Araki as “a  super-militarist,” 
ardent nationalist, powerful in 
military circles.” He is 68. 

Honjo, 67, commanded the 
Kwantung army from i931 to 1935 
and was believed to have executed 
the Mukden incident without ref- 
erence to Tokyo. He was adviser 
to the “New Asia movement” of 
the Imperial Rule Assistance As- 
sociation in 1944 and has been 
termed the ring leader, of Japa- 
nese war lords. 

Kanokogi, 61, long was involved 
in the Black Dragon’s nationalis- 
tic activities. 

Koiso, 65, was an ardent im- 
perialist and one of the most en- 
thusiastic proponents of Japanese 
expansion. He was chief of staff 
of the Kwantung army from 1932 
to 1935, a leader in the occupatior 
of Manchuria and governor gen 
eral of Korea after 1942. 


Kuhara advocated a strong po! 
icy toward China and was in.- 
volved in the 1936 incident that 
touched off the war with China. 
He was associated closely with 
military circles,

other new cars. An OPA official 
said. today price rates on addi- 
tional makes would be completed 
within two or three weeks. 

OPA had one surprise in its 
price schedule yesterday, 

The big surprise of Bowles's an- 
nouncement is that G.M.-built 
Chevrolets, Pontiacs, Oldsmobiles, 
Buicks and Cddillacs will sell at 
retail for an average of 2.5 per 
cent less than in January, 1942. 

Some increases had been expect- 
ed, but there had been no hint of 
price cuts. 

The retail increases are 1 per 
cent for Chryslers and that com- 
pany’s other makes—Plymouth, 
Dodge and De Soto; 2 per cent for 
Fords; and 9 per cent for Stude- 
baker. 

Ford Sedan $882 at Factory. 

In the case of Ford, for exam- 
ple, the retail ceiling for a new de- 
luxe eight-cylinder tudor sedan is 
$882 at the factory. The 1942 ceil- 
ing was $ 

The OPA\ said that because of 
apparent moWel changes it had no 
basis at this time for comparison 
of any except Ford prices. ' 

The increases announced are ex- 
clusive of any which may be al- 
lowed for appreciable design or 
specification changes. 

In the way of actual price ceil- 
ings there was little news in 
Bowles’s announcement last night. 

He made public ceilings for only 
a few Ford and Studebaker mod- 
els, and said prices for other 
models and other cars would be 
along as soon as details could be 
worked out. These include the 
G.M. makes, which are to he cut. 

Bowles gave no indication at 
all of ceilings for Hudson, Nash, 
Packard, Crosley, Willys or the 
new Frazer-Kaiser cars. Of these 
he said either that calculations 
had not been completed or that 
production is “still some distance” 
in the future. 

Dealers’ Discount Cut. 

Auto dealers’ pleas for outright 
exemption from the requirement 
that they absorb some of manu- 
facturers’ higher production costs 
were turned down by Bowles. 
Their traditional prewar discount 
of 24 per cent on manufacturers’ 
prices ig not being trimmed as 
much as they had feared, how- 
ever. The cut will be 2.5 per- 
centage points, giving them a re- 
vised initial profit margin of 21.5 
per cent. 

Last week, in replying to dealers’ 
angry protests to a congressional 
committee, Bowles had indicated 
the discount might be reduced by 
as much as 5 percentage points. 
Earlier he had said automobile 
sales firms could stand without 
financial loss, a cut of 11 or 12 
points, 

Prices Average 1942 Level. 

The purpose of the cut in profit 
margin—called cost absorption— 
ig to keep retail prices for all 
new cars from averaging more 
than in 1942. 


Bowles said the cut of 2.5 points 
would accomplish this. He said 
that an average 3% per cent price 
increase being granted to manu- 
facturers would be fully absorbed 
by dealers. 


This means he expects retail 


price increases will be offset by | 


the cuts, and that the aggregate 
retail price of all new cars will 
not be any greater than in 1942. 
A Ford spokesman said at De- 
troit, “OPA refused to give us 
the figures.” OPA said Ford and 
Studebaker prices had been turned 
over to company officers shortly 
before they ,were announced to 
the public. /

Patrick Jay Hurley, U. $. Ambassador to China, 
comments on the editorial in this week’s LIFE 


which answers those questions 


N LIFE this week there is an editorial entitled: “China: 
What Price Peace?” And because of the contribution it 
makes to the clear thinking of every American citizen, I 
wish to comment on it. | 


A free, united, and independent China has been for many 
years a strong, consistent tenet of U.S. foreign policy. The 
policy was emphasized by Secretary of State Hull in his com- 
munication to the Japanese emissaries at Washington on Nov. 
25, 1941, in the following words: “The Government of the 
U.S. and the Government of Japan will not support—mili- 
tarily, politically, economically—any government or regime 
in China other than the National Government of the Republic 
of China.” This policy was the basis of many of President 
Roosevelt’s decisions on far Eastern affairs and has been 
firmly sustained by President Truman and Secretary of State 
Byrnes. It also guided me on my various visits to China. One 
cannot emphasize too strongly that it was the challenge to 
this policy on the part of Japan which brought about the war 
in the Pacific. Now, that once-clear policy has become con- 
fused by emotional and partisan thinking. 


*“Why are our Marines still in China?” ‘“‘Why are we taking 
sides in a Chinese civil war?’’ Questions like these perplex and 
worry the American public. What-are.the facts? I believe they 
have been clearly and incisively stated in LIFE’s editorial. 

Our men are in China to keep our share of a solemn com- 

mitment with an ally. The only government of China which 
is recognized by the U.S. or any other United Nation is the 
Government of the Republic of China headed by President 
Chiang Kai-shek. . 
General Order No. 1 of the United Nations’ Supreme Com- 
mander required the Japanese Army in China to surrender to 
‘the Chinese Army represented by Chiang Kai-shek and his 
American chief-of-staff, General Albert Wedemeyer. The Jap- 
anese attempted to change this procedure and to surrender 
part of its army and arms to the Chinese communists—Japan’s 
purpose being to give her equipment and munitions to the 
communists who in turn would attempt to destroy the gov- 
ernment of the Republic. . 

The American military in China today is carrying out the 
terms of the surrender order by disarming the Japanese Army 
and taking over its equipment for the Republic of Chima. This 
job is definitely the concluding phase of our war agaist Japan. 


China must have peace: the whole world knows this. The 
urgency of peace in China is one great reason which has made 
us her ally for so many years—and it was one great reason 
which prompted the Soong-Stalin treaty in August, 1945. Our 
policy and the Russian China-policy are in accord. Russia, I 
believe, is adhering to it. Let us have the hardihood to stick to 
it ourselves, at least until our commitment to China is fulfilled. 


Japan is defeated. But the Chinese independence for which 
we fought Japan—and beat Japan—has yet to be achieved. 
And until it is, our victory cannot be real. 

I earnestly urge every American to read “China: What 
Price Peace?”. This editorial, with the clarity typical off 
LIFE, does a great work in helping to set the American people 
straight. Our understanding of the facts, and the way we meet 
our obligations in China, will be the measure of America’s 
capacity for leadership in world affairs.

‘ TRUMAN CLEMENCY GRANT 
TO GAMBLER STIRS G.0.P. 


Indiana and Kentucky Republicans Making 
Campaign Ammunition of James 
J. Gavin Tax Case.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 19 — 
Republican leaders in Indiana and 
Kentucky are attempting to ac- 
quire political campaign ammuni- 
tion as the result of President 
Truman’s recent action in releas- 
ing a widely known Indiana gam- 
bler from Federal prison. 

James J. Gavin, one of three po- 
litically influential brothers who 
operated an elaborate gambling 
establishment across’ the Ohio 
river from this city, was the bene- 
ficiary of executive ciemency. His 
five-year sentence for federal in- 
come tax evasion was reduced to 
two years. Neither the judge who 
sentenced him on his plea of 
guilty nor the district attorney 
knew anything about the reduc- 
tion. Last year they had success- 
fully opposed a cleméncy petition 
which never reached the White 
House. 

“Notorious,” Says Willis. 

Senator Raymond E. Willis 
(Rep.), Indiana, made a bold and 
direct approach to the White 
House when he wrote President 
Truman for an explanation of the 
clemency granted Gavin, He did 
so after he had been informed 
that such powerful Kentucky po- 
litical leaders as Senators Alben 
W. Barkley and A. B. (Happy) 
Chandler, now baseball commis- 
sioner, and Congressman Emmet 
O’Neal had communicated with the 
Justice Department at the behest 
of those urging clemency for the 
Indiana gambler. 

In writing the President, Sena- 
tor Willis termed the Gavin case 
“notorious.” 

“I am anxious to have posses- 
sion of the facts in this case,” 
Senator Willis wrote, “if they are 
known to your clemency repre- 
sentative so that I can discuss 


| 
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this situation intelligently. It 
would be a very great favor to me 
if I might have this information 
as soon as possible.” 

In asking for an explanation 
Willis acted at the request of Wil- 
liam E. Jenner, chairman of the 
Indiana State Republican Com- 
mittee. Jenner, acting for the In- 
diana G.O.P. organization, also de- 
manded that a congressional in- 
vestigation be made of Gavin’s re- 
lease. President Truman was pre- 
viously asked for an explanation 


‘in a telegram from the Southern 


in the 


Republican Club of this city. 


No direct reply came to Sena- 
tor Willis from the White House. 
Instead, he received a letter from 
Attorney General Tom Clark giv- 
ing the official chronology of the 
case. 

Attorney General’s Reply. 
Clark’s letter was as follows: 
“Your letter to the President 

dated Nov. 2, 1945, requesting «in- 
formation about the case of James 
J. Gavin has been refegred to me. 

“James J. Gavin was convicted

‘Court for the Southern District 
of Indiana of evading income tax 


and on May 24, 1944, was sen- 


-tenced to imprisonment for five 
/years and to pay a fine of $5000. 


“The amount of taxes evaded 


(was approximately $17,000. Gav- 
in paid the total ‘tax and defi- 


} 
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ciency assessment, with penalties 
and interest, amounting in all to 
approximately $53,000 and also 
paid the fine of $5000, Gavin 
presented a petition for commu- 
tation of sentence which was 
supported by indorsements and 
letters from approximately 50 
residents: of Jeffersonville, Ind., 
and its vicinity. 

“On Sept. 13, 1945, the Presi- 
dent commuted the term of im- 
prisonment to two years and 
Gavin was thereafter released on 
parole on Sept. 21, 1945. 

“Hoping that the foregoing 
sufficiently answers your inquiry 
and with kind regards, I remain 
sincerely yours.” 

The Louisville Courier-Journal 
has been publishing stories about 


the case since Oct. 31, when it 


learned Gavin was back home, 
with some angles still obscure and 
with no explanation from _ the 
Gavin brothers as to whst had 
happened. 

“No Stone Unturned.” 

The Post-Dispatch, inquiring 
into the case, succeeded in inter- 
viewing William Gavin, head of 
the family gambling enterprises. 
He unhesitatingly told the writer 
that he had left “no stone un- 
turned” to bring about the release 
of his brother since the day he 
was sentenced. He said he had 
sought the aid of numerous politi- 
cal figures of both parties as “a 
matter of political obligation.” 

In the course of his efforts, 
Gavin disclosed, he joined the 
“One Thousand Club” at a dinner 
at Indianapolis. That was the or- 
ganization of Democrats contrib- 
uting at least $1000 to the 1944 
national campaign. It drew the 
fire of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York and other Republican 
leaders, who charged that it of- 


‘|fered for sale special pyivilege. 


This was denied by Postmaster 
General Robert E. Hannegan, 
then as now, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
who referred to membership as 
“an investment in democracy.” 

Gavin said he joined as “a 
matter of party regularity” with- 
out expectation of special favor. 
He added that he sent a check for 
$1000 made out to the Democratic 
National Committee but upon 
realizing that “it might look bad 
because of my profession” recalled 
it and forwarded a money order. 
On the club’s official roster, filed 
with South Trimble, clerk of the 
House of Representatives, Gavin's 
name is next to that of Joseph 
Davies, former ambassador’ to 
Russia, and but once removed 
from that of President Truman, 
who enrolled before he became 
President. 

Contributions to G.O.P, Too. 

Telling of his political activities, 
Gavin, who has operated gambling 
establishments in and around Jef- 
fersonville for 20 years with in- 
frequent interruptions, said he had 
been consistently instrumental in 
delivering the Democratic vote in 
Clark county, Indiana. He also 
said he had been a regular con- 
tributer 2 ~o~tw's campaign 


in 


funds. The Post-Dispatch learned 
also that he has, whenever cir- 
cumstances warranted it, made 
contributions to the Republican 
coffers. » So 

“I saw everyone I could, high 
and low,” Gavin said, “because I 
was convinced my brother got a 
bad rap. We had anticipated a 
suspended sentence or maybe a 
six-month term, but’ we never had 
any idea that he would get the 
five-year maximum... I guess I 
talked to folks from every state in 
the Union. I was turned down 
time after time but I just contin- 
ued to keep on going. I went to 
virtually every politician in Indi- 
ana. I didn’t pay or offer a dime, 
except the expenses of lawyers 
and friends.” 


Gavin said that he had pleaded 
his brother’s cause for an haqur 
and 15 minutes before Daniel EF. 
Lyons, pardon attorney for the 
Department of Justice. Others 
with whom he discussed the case, 
he said, included James E. Wat- 
son, former Republican senator 
from Indiana; former Senator 


Samuel D. Jackson of Indiana, who 
was chairman of the Democratic 
National Convention last July; and | 
Frank McHale, Democratic na- 
tional committeeman from Indi- 
ana. 
Buttonholed Politicians. | 
Gavin, who was aided by emis- 
saries, participated in the festivi- 
ties incident to the inauguration 


of President Roosevélt in Wash- 
ington last January, buttonholing 
as many politicians as he could. 

“I just made friends during the 
inauguration,” Gavin said. “That 
was the build-up preliminary to 
the future.” 


Gavin recalled what he said was 
a casual meeting there with Wil- 
liam M. Boyle Jr., executive as- 
sistant to Hannegan with the 
Democratic "Nationa] 
Boyle formerly was secretary to 
President Truman when Truman 
was in the Senate. 
cipal agent, a Washington (D.C.) 
business man, who told the writer 
he was repaying a favor done him 
Page Gavins “years ago,” said he 
ha 
case with Boyle and received as- 
surance from him that he would 
do what he could. 


Some “Routine” Letters. 

Gavin’s emissaMes included Wil- 
liam B. O’Connell, a Washington 
attorney. He filed a plea for mod- 
ification of sentence which was 
denied by the United States Dis- 
trict Judge Robert C, Baltzell, who 
sentenced James Gavin. Clem P. 
Thiesen of this city, county clerk 
of Jefferson county, aided in con- 
tacting some of the Kentucky poli- 
ticilans who were asked to inter- 
cede in the case. He was killed 
recently when an Army plane hit 
his automobile. 


James D. Doherty, a credit man, 
now stationed in Jeffersonville, 
told the writer he had called at 
the Justice Department last Aug- 
ust to put in a word in behalf of 
Gavin. Doherty, who is from Chi- 
cago, said he had served overseas 
with President Truman’s battery 
in World War I. 

Both Senator Barkley and Con- 
gressman O’Neal have stated that 
they wrote routine letters to the 
Department of Justice in 1944, re- 
questing consideration of the 
Gavin case, without making any 
recommendations, Chandler has 
said, in effect, that he doesn’t re- 
call anything about it.

KALTENBRUNNER 
STRICKEN IN CELL 


NUERNBERG, Germany, Nov. 
19 (AP) — Ernst Kaltenbrunner, 
former chief of the Nazi security 
police, suffered a brain hemor- 
rhage in his cell last night, but a 
spokesman for the United States 
prosecutor’s office said today that 
he would have to answer charges 
sometime before the international 
war crimes tribunal. 

An indication that Kaltenbrunner 
would not be present at the sched- 
uled opening tomorrow of the trial 
came from physicians at the 116th 
United States Army hospital, 
where he was,taken for _ treat- 
ment. The doctors said he was 
“finished” with the trial, at least 
temporarily. ™ 

The spokesman in the office of 
Justice Robert H. Jackson, chief 
United States prosecutor, said the 
court itself would decide whether 
Kaltenbrunner would be tried at 
a later date. when his condition 
improved or be brought into the 
trial. The prosecution regards 
Kaltenbrunner as the No. de- 
fendant. 

Kaltenbrunner Stricken Sunday. 

Kaltenbrunner suffered a spon- 
taneous sub-arachroid hemorrhage 
in the vessels of the lining of the 
brain at 5 p.m. yesterday. Physi- 
cians, who said he had become ill 
earlier in the day, explained that 
his blood pressure had _ risen 
sharply during the last few days 
and that this caused a rupture of 
the weakened vessels in the brain 
lining. 

Hospital attendants said Kalten- 
brunner showed a slight improve- 
ment this morning. The defendant 
himself said: “I am sorry I will 
be unable to face tria) Tuesday.” 

Col. B. C. Andrus; prison com- 
mandant, said Kaltenbrunner was 
a “bully type” whose nerves caught 
up with him and reduced him to 
spells of weeping.

Thirty-thousand employes of the 
International Shoe Co. in eight 
states, including 5000 in St. Louis, 
will receive pay increases totaling 
$5,000,000 yearly beginning’ the 
first of next year, Byron Gray, 
president, announced today. 

Workers at the company’s gen- 
era] office here at 1509 Washing- 
ton boulevard, and at six local 
plants will receive the general av- 
erage increase of from 10 to 12 
per cent, but the aggregate of 
local increases is not available. 

The increases were negotiated 
with employe representatives after 
the company announced iast 
month that an adjustment in the 
wage schedule was being consid- 
ered, 

“Many of the company’s plants 
have no union organization, some 
are represented by independent 
unions, some by AFL affiliates, 
and some by CIO,” Gray § said.

The announced increase, which 
will apply to all employes except 
a few who recently received wage 
adjustments, will increase the 
company’s basic wage and salary 
cost to more than $15,000,000 year- 
ly since 1941.

| NAVY OUTWIT ENEMY 


Civilian Group Devised New 
Tactics Against Secret 
Weapons. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
The Navy today credited a group 
of civilian scientists and mathe- 
maticians, banded together in a 
highly secret organization, with 
being one of the most successful 
“combat teams” of the war. 

Known as the Operations Re- 
search Group, the civilians worked 
iin the headquarters of the com- 
mander in chief of the fleet, at

The group included physicists, 
chemists, mathematicians and oth- 
rer scientists drawn from universi- 
ties, life insurance companies and 
research laboratories.

themselves to the study of per- 
formance and practical applica- 
tion in combat of the products of 
research. 

As new devices were developed, 
the ORG evaluated and compared 
them with other equipment and 
recommended the most effective 
means of using them. 

To observe the performance of 
newly developed equipment under 
combat conditions, members of the 
ORG flew with antisubmarine air-

In an effort to bring home the 
terrifying facts inherent in the 
field of nuclear fission, Fulbright 
has been questioning scientists 
closely, in his orfice and at Senate 
committee hearings on _ science 
legislation, on what the bomb 
could be expected to do in the 
near future. 

For example, he was told by Dr. 
J. Robert Oppenheimer, director 
of the Los Alamos laboratories 
while the bomb was being devel- 
oped, that it was not fantastic to 
speculate that an enemy agent 
could rent an office on the fiftieth 
floor of the Empire State Build- 
ing in New York, bring in compo- 
nents of a bomb piece by piece, 
assemble it and set it off. 

Dr. Oppenheimer estimated that 
guch a bomb comparable to the 
one dropped at Hiroshima would 
lay waste five square miles of 
Manhattan, from the Battery to 
Forty-second street, including the 
Wall Street district. 


Effect of Bomb in Capital. 

Similarly, Senator Fulbright 
pointed out to the correspondent, 
a bomb could be placed in a truck, 
parked in a sub-surface garage 
near the Capitol, and set off. It 
could be expected to kill virtually 
every governmental official in 
. Washington. 

Asked by Fulbright if it were 
possible for an enemy to conduct 
an airborne attack on the United 
States and overnight wipe out 20 
of our large cities containing a 
population of 40,000,000 persons, 
Dr. Oppenheimer replied: “I am 
afraid it is.” 

“People don’t realize our vulner- 
able position,” Fulbright con- 
tends. “With hundreds of peace- 
ful planes going overhead all the 
time, it would be simple for an 
enemy to slip in enough bomb- 
carriers to attack our concen- 
trated industrial targets. It would 
be all over with the first strike.” 


Demonstration Suggested. 

Dr. Oppenheimer and many 

gthers have stated that it is dif- 
ficult for persons who have not 
seen Hiroshima to understand 
the totality of the destruction— 
the shattered concrete and 
crumpled steel. 

For this reason, Fulbright has 
been exploring the possibility of 
a demonstration of the bomb 
which could be witnessed, at 
least in result, by a large num- 
ber of persons in the United 
States. 


Dr. Oppenheimer suggested to 
him that it might be possible to 
set off a bomb a half-mile under- 
ground, though he did not know 
whether the upheaval would leave 
an opening similar to that of a 
volcano or whether the earth 
would fall back and leave little 
sign of what had happened. 

The experiment in the South- 
western desert, Dr. Oppenheimer 
told this correspondent, left little 
to awe the layman. “It was desert 
before and it still is desert,” he 


paid. 

Asked if it would not be possible 
to manufacture small bombs and 
set them off in several sections of 
the country, so that a great many 
persons could see in miniature 
what a full-scale bomb could do, 
Dr. Oppenheimer replied that it is 
possible to make a smaller bomb 
but that it would not convey the 
desired effect. He added that he 
was in favor of setting off a few 
bombs in some way, so that the 
results could be seen. 

Senator Fulbright feels that 
gome such drastic plan would 
make for fuller understanding. He 
pointed out that of the three Sena- 
tors actively participating in the 
joint hearings on the proposed 
National Research Foundation 
two, himself and Senator Warren 
G. Magnuson (Dem.), Washington, 
are freshmen, The chairman is 
Senator Harley M. Kilgore (Dem.), 
West Virginia, an older hand. 

The opinions of the trio, Ful- 
bright feels, will not carry as 
much weight on Capitol Hill as 
the subject deserves. He also feels 
that the scientists who have testi- 
fied, here and before the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, are 
in many cases not being taken 
seriously because of their youth 
and lack of experience in testify- 


ing. 
Hostile View in Congress. 

The scientists who have testi- 
fied before the House committee 
on a bill introduced by Represent- 
ative Andrew J. May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, which would set up a nine- 
man commission to handle the 
development and control of atomic 
energy, have found a definitely 
hostile attitude. 

May, the chairman, reluctantly 
opened the hearings for a day to 
scientists and closed them ab- 
ruptly. He endeavored to rush 
testimony, and frequently de- 
manded yes or no answers to ques- 
tions that could be answered only 
at length. 

Representative R. Ewing Thoma- 
son (Dem.), Texas, a committee 
member, attempted to discredit 
the absorbing testimony of Hun- 
garian-born Dr. Leo Szilard of the 
University of Chicago, one of the 
foremost experts in plutonium 
production. Thomason attempted 


to pry into Szilard’s personal ef- 
fairs the source of his income, his 
patent arrangements with the Gov- 
ernment, and the details of his 
naturalization, and apparently 
took no interest in the physicist’s 
remarks on atomic energy. The 
attack brought a muttered com- 
ment from spectators: “What a 
dirty trick!” 

Dr. Szilard said that half of the 
secret of the atomic bomb was re- 
vealed when it was dropped on 
Hiroshima, and half of the re- 
mainder when the War Depart- 
ment made public the Smyth re- 
port, “which’ indicates, step by 
step, the path that must be fol- 
lowed.” 


Bomb Rivalry Soon. 

He said it was possible for an- 
other nation to produce the bomb 
in two and a half years, and that 
it was quite likely it would be 
done in six. He compared the 
building of our vast atomic energy 
plants to the man who wrote a 
letter of 12 pages and said that if 
he had had the time he could 
have said the same thing in three. 

“They were built like a Swiss 
watch,” he said, “but in ny 
cases the design was bad. That’s 
why we had to have such close 
tolerances. We had not the time 
to design them more simply.” 

A strictly military defense 
against the bomb is not possible, 
Dr. Szilard said, adding we may 
have to put some key industries 
under ground. 

“If a device was invented for 
detonating the bomb at, say, a- 
distance of three miles,” Dr. Szil- 
lard said, “ I would undertake in 
a matter of minutes, or at most 
months, to invent a protective 
covering.” 


‘Must Prevent Wars.’ 
‘In testimony before the Senate 
committee, Dr. Vannevar Bush, 
head of the Office of Scientific 
Research and Deveolpment, also 
foresaw the possibility of dispers- 
ing industry and placing great in- 
stallations underground, and 
added that “we must prevent 
wars.” 

Asked by Senator Fulbright if 
he thought it was feasible for 
all of us to live underground, Dr. 
Bush said, “I don’t want to live 
underground; I don’t recommend 


Before the same committee Dr. 
Irving Langmuir, associate direc- 
tor of the General Electric Co. 
laboratory, said there is no possi- 
bility of permanently keeping “the 
secret” of the atomic bomb, and 
that it was the overwhelming 
opinion of a conference of scien- 
tists he had attended at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago that the United 
States has a lead of only three to 
five years over nations having 
the requisite industrial] power, 
As to Russian Progress. 

Dr. Langmuir said that at pres- 
ent Russia and England are the 
two countries which could make 
a bomb in the shortest space of 
time, and he added, with respect 
to Russia: 

“We have to think about wheth- 
er we are organized to maintain 
a rate of industrial progress that 
will always excel that of Russia. 
There are tendencies in Russia 
which make it look as though 
Russia is going up -on a very rap- 
idly rising curve, They are start- 
ing way below us. Five, 10 or 20 
years from now they may be far 
ahead. They have a much big- 
ger country, they have a bigger 
population, they have certain spir- 
its that are more promising for 
future development than many of 
our tendencies, and if we don’t do 
something to curb those ten- 
dencies that hold us back, if we 
are going to work on a 30-hour 
week and that sort of thing, we 
will be so far outdistanced by 
Russia that Russia will not have 
just enough bombs to destroy our 
cities, but to destroy every man, 
woman and child in the United 
States, the first button they 
press.” 

He added we should start néw 
to lay foundations “for agree- 
ments which in three to five years 
will make all nations at that time 
want te see that atomic bombs 
are not used.”

It is by no means definite that 
Stalin would refuse to make a trip 
to London or Washington.

An answer is expected to be 
made soon to the American-Brit- 
ish-Canadian declaration on atom- 
ic power. No reaction or comment 
concerning the declaration has 
been made public.

tion. There is no sound basis for such 
@ conclusion. 

Temporarily, due to the early enthusi- 
asm created by a higher wage, a work- 
er may increase his output. But the 
impulse to do more and better work 
soon wears off, especially when he finds 
that the cost of living has gone up be- 


cause of a general increase in wages all ~ 


along the line, and his condition is real- 
ly no better than it was before. 

In proportion as wages are increased 
without a corresponding increase in 
prices, fewer men will be employed. If 
a farmer is required to pay 65 cents an 
hour for help, more than double the pre- 
vailing average, he will employ little or 
no labor until such time as farm prices 
go up to correspond with the required 
higher wage rate. 

Generally this will be true for all in- 
dustries, great and small. The worker 
now finds himself in a dilemma. Either 
he has no work at all and must go on 
relief, or if he does have work at, say, 
the minimum rate of 65 cents, he will 
find that his cost of living has incredsed 
te such an extent that he is no better 
off than he was when employed at lower 
wages. In such manner do the work- 
ings of an economic system defeat the 
hope of all who would endeavor to bet- 
ter their condition by a fixed minimum 
wage or any other wage. 

The wage we receive, our standard of 
living, is determined by what we pro- 
duce and how well we are able to get ‘it 
into the hands of the consumer at a 
price he can afford to pay. Wages in 
terms of money have nothing to do with 
this, except if fixed arbitrarily without 
due regard to prices. The result may be 
a slowing down of business activity, 
even bringing about a serious depres- 
£10N. 

The sooner Government officials, 1a- 
bor leaders and the people generally get 
it into their heads that high Wages are 
the result, not the cause, of a prosper- 
ous national economy, the better off we

Apartment House Chills 
Yo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Can you answer this one? During the 
War, apartment owners and managers 
(90 to 95 per cent of them) stopped dec- 
orating, cut the amount of heat and 
pared maintenance to the bone. “We 
must help win the war,” “No help avail- 
able,” etc. 

Our situation at present is that there 
has been no decorating in three years 
and no cleaning in 18 months. There is 
Jess heat now than during the war, and 
we have a sarcastic manager who de- 
lights in insulting or hanging up if a 
tenant dares complain. 

If I remember correctly, a city ordi- 
nance provides for 70 degrees tempera- 
ture from 7 a. m. to 10 p. m. during the 
heating season. The reading in our 
apartment is now 65, despite the vali- 
ant efforts of our gas oven and an elec- 
tric heater. 

Apparently real estate owners and 
managers have short memories, It was 
only six years ago that they were cry- 
ing that vacancies just about had them 
down. That situation will come again, 
although admittedly it is some time 
away. In the meantime, they are build- 
ing tremendous ill will which will come 
back to haunt them. 

The mystery of it all is that: owners, 
excepting those who bought ‘way. back 
when (in the '20s), should be making 
more than they ever did before. The 
present wild speculation in apartment 
buying could be stopped if owners were 
forced to give sufficient heat, do a rea- 
sonable amount of decorating and keep 
maintenance at a proper level. As it is, 
each new owner gives less service, 
builds up his financial statement for 
three to six months and then unloads 
on the next sucker. 

I read recently that science has ready 
for us a meal prepared from all-frozen 
products. Perhaps real estate owners 
are attempting to outdo science by pre- 
senting the complementary part—the 
deep-freeze consumer of same. 

JUST NUMB. 
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Our Job in Germany 


America has fought two wars against Ger- 
many. After the first one, there was great 
political pressure to “‘bring the boys home.” We 
pulled out of Europe as fast as we could. Our 
influence in the occupation and reconstruction 
of Germany was reduced to a minimum, A gen- 
eration later, we were at war again. 

Now we have won our second victory. Again 
there is great political pressure to “bring the 
boys home.” Families naturally enough want 
their men in service to return, and the men 
themselves, especially the combat veterans, are 
eager to get back. But pressure is mounting to 
bring back too many too soon, and without 
enough replacements to insure that our obliga- 
tions are fulfilled. 

As a people, our attention is turning increas- 
ingly to home affairs, to getting on with our own 
lives. And a generation from now? 

The Manchester Guardian asks if America can 
be expected to see the job through. An Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch describes the rapid demo- 
bilization of military government personnel as 
“catastrophic.” Edward Morgan reports a grow- 
ing belief in Berlin that the United States is go- 
ing to pull out. Richard Stokes writes to the 
Post-Dispatch that it is “deliberate policy” to 
manage things so that “at the earliest possible 
moment all but skeleton forces may be with- 
drawn.” 

How different all this is from our attitude 
while the fighting was on! Then we promisetl 
that with victory we should see to it that there 
would never again be in Germany the power or 
the will to make war. The economy of Germany 
would be remade. The minds of Germans would 
be re-educated. At whatever cost, for whatever 


_ time, we would see to it that the disaster of war 


could not happen again. 

We have won the war. We have our oppor- 
tunity. And yet to Correspondent Morgan in 
Berlin it seems questionable, even now, that 
Washington has the courage “to tell the Ameri- 
can people the facts of life involved in the great 
share of world responsibility which nobody 
asked for, but which victory laid in the nation’s 
lap.” | 

The attitude of our soldiers in Europe is that 
they are simply sweating it out. A recent order 
of Gen. Eisenhower was necessary to improve 
standards of military conduct. There has not 
been developed, apparently, any pervading sense 
that the job now in progress must be done right 
or the war will not have been worth winning. 
There seems no concerted effort to recruit ex- 
perts for the job. There seems no well-devel- 


-oped plan for the turnover in the American zone 


to civilian authorities as planned for next sum- 
mer, 

Under these conditions, and with the idea 
gaining currency that we don’t plan to see the 
business through, anyhow, how satisfactory can 
we expect the present four-power occupation to 
be? How can we criticize French reluctance to 
permit the centralization of certain German 
Government agencies as planned at Potsdam? 
Must it not seem to French eyes that we are for 
a second time giving up the job of helping to 
control her dangerous neighbor? What effect 
will doubt of American intent have on the 
English, the Russians? 

In the last analysis, everything depends on the 
temper of the American people. If they have 
the vision and the will to demand that the re- 
sults of this war be made secure, to demand that 
the lives of their sons not be spent in vain, to 
demand that it not be allowed to happen again, 


«then it will be certain that our occupation will 


be effective. 
That occupation should continue until our ob- 
jectives for Germany — de-militarization, de- 


Nazification and re-education— are completely | 


achieved. 


Labor-Management Semantics 

Somewhere it has been said wisely that all 
disputes between men of reason and good will 
come in the end to differences over the meaning 
of terms. The labor-management conference 
will have something to its credit, therefore, if it 
has even moderate success in framing mutually 
acceptable definitions for a few such concepts 
as “collective bargaining,” “right of management 
to manage” and “contractual responsibility.” 

As yet, of course, there is room for no high 
hope of even this degree of success. The ulti- 
mate interests of the parties to this conference, 
and of those divergent industrial interests from 
which the representatives are drawn, are not so 
much in sober semantics as in the more intoxi- 
cating fancies of wages, prices and profits—the 
tabooed subjects. In the circumstances, their 
job of creating a common language may be about 
the size of framing a common definition of 
“democracy” for the U.S.S.R and the U.S.A. 

There is, of course, or should be, one spur 
toward a greater accomplishment than the di- 
vided state of the conferees’ purpose promises: 
Whatever job of orderly definition management 
and labor fail to do, the wider public may have 
to do in the iron forms of law.

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An Atomic Scientist’s Warning 

Awe-inspiring though the accounts of what the 
atomic bomb did to Hiroshima and Nagasaki have 
been, the staggering import of this ghastly new 
weapon’s power cannot be fully grasped without 
translating it into terms of scenes more familiar 
than those Japanese cities. What, for instance, 
would the atomic bomb do if loosed on St. Louis 
by a hostile power? 

Such an exposition of what can happen here 
was presented in the Post-Dispatch yesterday by 
J. H. Rush, a member of the executive commit- 
tee of the Association of Oak Ridge Scientists, 
It Was a conservative estimate, based on official 
Army reports of the damage inflicted by the 
first (and now obsolete) bomb, which annihilated 
four square miles of Hiroshima. One bomb on 
St. Louis would mean tremendous destruction 
and loss of life; seven bombs properly placed 
would convert the whole community into chaos, 
“possibly without warning, and certainly without 
any hope of defense.” 

Atomic scientists are not publishing such state- 
ments for the sake of sensationalism. They know 
the dread possibilities of their invention all too 
well; know it better than do the many civil and 
military leaders who still cling to policies made 
obsolete by that awful blinding flash over Hiro- 
shima, The scientists are stepping into the po- 
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sition of leadership in calling for international 
organization and controls that will prevent such 
a holocaust as Mr. Rush envisages. But they must 
have public support for their efforts, and the 
value of such an article as he has written de- 
pends entirely upon the people’s reaction of its 
authoritative warning. 


Will We Fail Our Veterans? 

Soldiers and sailors coming home to St. Louis 
are not getting a fair break. 

The community’s arrangements for veterans’ 
aid fall far below the standards outlined by Gen. 
Omar Bradley, Administrator of Veterans Af- 
fairs. If St. Louis’s facilities are measured by 
those of the efficient co-ordinated plan in use 
at Bridgeport, Conn., treatment of returning 
service men here is shown up as nothing short 
of a community disgrace. 

So far, the only measure taken toward unify- 
ing and mobilizing veteran services has been es- 
tablishment of the Information and Referral Cen- 
ter at the Old Courthouse. 

This center is not prepared to solve any of the 
veteran’s problems on the spot. Questions of 
work, education, loans, even vocational guidance, 
all have to be referred to other agencies for an- 
swers. All this means a long, discouraging 
process. It means conflicting advice, delay and 
confusion, days spent in making the rounds of 
office after office. In veteran eyes, it means 
a run-around. : 

What is needed—more urgently every day as 
more'men come home—is imaginative leadership. 

This crisis—for it is no less—demands leader- 
ship that will enlist government, business, la- 
bor, finance, education, law, medicine and all 
the social services of the community to establish 
together in one place one comprehensive agency. 
This agency should be prepared to carry through 
to a solution of every problem, to see that the 
right job is found, the right loan arranged, the 
right schooling provided. 

Anything less than this will be a failure, and 
a costly one to this community. What are our 
city authorities and our civic leaders going to 
do about it? 
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All’s-Well Note 

A comforting touch in the announcements of 
the new automobiles is the fact there is still 
available for the buyer’s dollar, or 80 cents, or 
whatever it is worth nowadays, the particular 
model known as the super-deluxe. 

“Apres nous le deluxe!” Might Mme. de Pom- 
padour have said that to Louis XV if she had 
known that beyond their elegancies were the ele- 

ancies of the American motor car? And after 
the deluxe, the super-deluxe. Truly beyond that 
there is nothing. 

So long as our cars are super-deluxe, our mo- 
tion pictures colossal, our patent medicines sov- 
ereign, our buildings the tallest in the world, 
our circuses the biggest on earth, and our young 
people strictly hep—who could ask for any- 
thing more? 
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Bulgaria and Portugal “Vote” 

Two fixed elections were held in Europe yes- 
terday. In both of them the form of free ballot 
was used to cover up ugly suppression of the 
people’s will, and the citizens came to the polls 
without any choice. It was a dictatorship of the 
Left, by Russia in Bulgaria; a dictatorship of 
the Right, by Fascist Premier Salazar in Portu- 
gal. 

The Bulgarian farce, rigged for Premier Geor- 
giev’s Fatherland Front party, was no better than 
the one originally scheduled for Aug, 26 but 
deferred when the United States and Britain an- 
nounced they would not accept the results. The 
State Department again informed the Sofia Gov- 
ernment last Friday that on-the-spot study by 
Mark F. Ethridge, special representative of Sec- 
retary Byrnes, convinced this Government the 
election proposed for yesterday would be un- 
democratic. Like the recent Communist-dom- 
inated election in Yugoslavia, monopolized by 
Premier Marshal Broz’s National Front, the Bul- 
garian ballot was a deception. 

There being nothing like absence of opposition 
to insure the triumph of the Government in a 
“free” election, the one-party device was also 
the one used in Portugal to stultify public will. 
There Salazar’s National Union is the only po- 
litical party allowed by law, as Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Kuomintang, or Nationalist party, is the only 
legal political organization in China. 

Dictators in Bulgaria, Portugal, Yugoslavia or 
anywhere else cannot convince the world that 
they are holding free elections merely by going 
through the motions. The show is too tawdry, 
the pretense too thin. 
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The Price of Automobiles 


As was anticipated, the OPA’s maximum-price 
structure for new automobiles rejects the Na- 
tional Automobile Dealers’ Association plea that 
dealers be allowed to retain their pre-war per- 
centage margins. In consequence, it appears that 
prices to the consumer will average no higher 
than those of 1942. 

It seems, on several counts, a just decision, 
Absorption of increased manufacturing costs by 
retailers is well established in other lines of 
trade. How could an exception be made for au- 
tomobiles? ‘The pre-war mark-up allowed for 
trade-in losses in a buyers’ market, whereas deal- 
ers will almost.surely gain on trades in the forth- 
coming sellers’ market. Moreover, the dealers’ 
‘margins in actual dollars increased considerably 
in the price increases between 1940 and 1942— 
more than enough, by all indications, to offset 
the very moderate degree of cost absorption now 
ordered by OPA. 

The narrowed margins, of course, lay a cer- 
tain degree of risk on dealers.. The NADA ar- 
gued that they will find it hard to meet their 
overhead expenses if deliveries during the year 
are seriously interrupted by strikes, That same 
hazard, however, is present in many businesses, 
and OPA could hardly make allowances for all 
strike contingencies without sharply raising the 
general price level. 

Furthermore, as OPA has shown very clearly, 
the risk is balanced by extraordinary chances for 
large profits in the event that there is no serious 
interruption of production. If there is risk, there 
is also a rich harvest from risk successfully 
taken—and that, of course, is the very climate 
in which business enterprise is supposed to flour- 
ish greatly.

Do We Mean the Row Freedoms?

Rising fire of colonial revolt in Asia can be controlled only by 
America’s good offices, but appeals for our mediation go unheeded, 
correspondent says; subject peoples have right to ask us to live up 
to our principles of liberty; aloofness may end our leadership.

Do you like to watch fires? So, appar- 


ently, does Washington. 


In Indo-China, the Annamites want at. 
least a couple of the Four Freedoms, and 
the French smack them down with Amer- 
ican-made tanks. In Batavia, British “lib- 
erators” have to liberate for people who 
don’t live there. 


It seems that 70,000,000 Indonesians want 
a slice of the Four Freedoms, too, and the 
Dutch are cutting it much too thin. S8o 
British ships shell the big, crowded city of 
Soerabaja, and the R.A.F. drops bombs as 
it did on the Greeks, A great key area of 
the China Sea, where over 200,000,000 peonje 
clamor for independence, is on fire. 


Unless this fire is put under control, it 
can touch off serious explosions among at 
least a fourth of the earth’s population. 
From India to Hongkong, there’s plenty 
of tinder scattered around. In the Dytch 
East Indies, the flames have been. getting 
increasingly threatening for several weeks. 
Indonesian leaders have appealed for Amer- 
ican mediation, for an impartial mission of 


inquiry. 
Our Policy of Importance 


Not a peep out of Washington. The 
Government of the world’s mightiest nation 
~—and a democracy—evidently has nothing 
to offer. We tell the world about the Four 
Freedoms. Then, when people most con- 
cerned take our noble deciarations seri- 
ously, America stands on the sidelines and 
watches the fireworks. 


Is this the way to promote democracy? 
Or is this hands-off do-nothingness much 
more likely to push the vast mass of Asi- 
atic peoples toward their only alternative 
acceptance of Communist ideology and 
eventually a Soviet system? You can figure 
the probabilities out yourself. To me, in 
any case, it seems a strangely impotent way 
for the: world’s greatest power to contribute 
to an orderly, more prosperous world. 


In Batavia, the walls and streetcars are 
painted with quotations from Washington, 
Tincoln and Roosevelt. These long-sup- 
pressed Indonesians actually believe that 
America’s great statesmen meant what they 
said, After 350 years of Dutch domination, 
they're acting much as our folks acted in 
1776. They're as peppery as certain New 
Englanders were at the Boston Tea Party; 
and they have just as good cause to be. 


The Dead at Soerabaja 


The Dutch are in an awfully tough spot, 
They say they can hardly live without the 
riches of Sumatra and Java, just as the 


British would be hard hit if they had to | 


quit India tomorrow. All this is true, and 
part of a terrific human tangle. But that 
doesn’t make a reluctant bombing and shell- 
ing of Soerabaja look any less impertalistic 
in the eyes of the world’s underdogs, who 
incidentally number over one billion people 
in Asia alone. After all, isn’t there anyone 
capable of going to Batavia and paving the 
way for a peaceful compromise? 


To ask that question is to know the 
answer. There is only one government in 
the world which has sufficient authority 
and enjoys sufficient confidence on both 
sides to do this job. This is the Govern- 
ment of the United States. 

The British and the Dutch will listen to 
any American proposal, and so will the 
ehampions of Indonesian independence, [ff 


Washington had acted two or three weeks 
ago, it is most doubtful that the slaughter 
in Soerabaja would have occurred. So0e- 
karno, the Indonesian leader, asked for 
American mediation and announced, “We 
have had no reply.” 


Alternatives Are Plain 


In this way, the highest representatives 
of the United States are refusing to use our 
chief instruments for world reconstruction. 
We cannot talk big and belie our professed 
principles by looking the other way. We 
cannot keep our present moral authority of 
world leadership if we fail to lead. We 
cannot maintain the confidence of smaller 
peoples everywhere if we close our ears 
when they appeal to us in desperation. If 
the only kind of freedom and independence 
we are really interested in is for those who 
have had it—and sometimes abused it—for 
a long time, then where can we expect our 
billion people in Asia to go eventually? 


I ask because one of two things will 
happen in our lifetime. Either the United 
States will help these peoples toward in- 
creasing freedom and democracy, or they 
will become embittered and turn their backs 
on us forever. The American Government 
not only can well afford to mediate between 
the Indonesian independence leaders and 
the Dutch. It is to the long-term self- 
interest of the American people that Wash- 
ington should do so. 


American democracy will be judged by 
the world’s peoples in the next crucial 25 
years by how it acts, not by the beautiful 
rhetoric of its leaders. We shall never 
silence peoples by ignoring them. The 
logical outcome of such a policy, which 
denies a chance for betterment to others, 
would be for the U.S.A, to wake up some 
day pretty much alone.

Miss Niggii has made her characters par- 
ticularly pleasurable by the trick of having 
them appear and reappear in the various 
stories. Indeed, it is they who give the 
book its unity. Bob Webster, the “Yanqui” 
about whom the first chapter centers, is 
an important figure in other tales. And 
although Chela, the homeliest girl in the 
valley, has a story all her own, she is vital 
to other plots as well. Thus one gets to 
know all sides of these people's personali- 
ties and all aspects of life in the village.

HE joint statement of President Truman and Prime Minister 
Attlee on the atomic bomb rejects the idea that, by distributing 
atomic bombs to all and sundry, anything would be clarified. 


Maybe the atomic bomb is no “secret,” but for the time being only 


the Western powers have the thing itself. 


So, for the time being, 


they are in a unique position—either to save the world or perhaps 


send it to hell. 


The joint statement of the 
United States President and the 
British and Canadian Prime Min- 
isters adds up to declaring: We 
met secure peace; we get a real 
world authority; we fix it so no 
nation can make war, and then we 
will be free to use atomic energy 
for human welfare without fear 
of human destruction. 

In his speech before Congress, 
Mr. Attlee presaged the joint state- 
ment by saying that the United 
Nations must become “something 
more than an agreement between 
governments ... an expression of 
the will of the common people” 
» « - and that “all nations must 
consider what kind of world is 
mecessary if civilization is to en- 
dure.” 


Only One Authority. 


When the first atomic bomb fell 
on Hiroshima, the common man 
recognized that nations must not 
only consider, but decide, to stop 
the nonsense that ceases to be fun 
when it involves suicide. 

The uncommon man, of syste- 
matically trained intellect, must, 
however,. answer the question, 
“What kind of world?” and face 
the full portent of all alternatives. 
“Agreements,” “negotiations,” “con- 
ferences” and cries for universal 
disarmament wil] not pass muster 
before the dialectic of the atomic 
bomb. Previous talk about “using 
force to prevent aggression” is 
babbling. The mathematics of the 
atomic bomb is aggressor equals 
victor. Every war college in the 
world knows it. 

Even without the atomic bomb, 
the logic of total war leads to 
elimination of nations. The de- 
feated becomes a policed colony, 
as far as military and foreign pol- 
icy are concerned. 

This war reduced the world to 
only a few power unities. Serious 
tensions can arise. only between 
these; all issues between them be- 
come issues of life or death. 

Thus, with the atomic bomb, the 
getruggle for power becomes inev- 
itably a struggle for world mas- 
tery. The existence of a few great 
powers, each sovereign, can only 
precipitate further tests—and elim- 
inations. Only one authority, with 
world control, utlimately can have 
the atomic bomb, because only a 
world of one authority can aban- 
don its use. ; 


Is Another War Necessary? 


If this is not recognized, we 
shall have an atomic war—this 
time a war genuinely to end war, 
by the establishment of the world 
mastery of the victor. The ques- 
tion is, of course, how much would 
be left of the one werld thus 
created as the outcome of anoth: 


tablish world unity by domina- 
tion of the victor? Or shall we 
now establish world unity by a 
co-operative pooling and delega- 
tion of power to one single world 
authority? 


Obviously, the second answer is 
sans. But this is possible only if 
we are prepared to use all we 
have—even the atomic bomb—to 
create it. 

At this moment, the Western 
powers have the necessary in- 
gredient for world mastery. They 
will probably not have it long; 
they may lose it at any moment 
—but right now they have it. 
World peace demands one world; 
one world can be created only 


by power, and power is relative 
to force. 


The Western powers possess, 
for this fleeting historical mo- 
ment, the power and the force 
to compel the creation of‘a gen- 
uine United Nations of the World 
—united, not under Anglo-Amer- 
ican domination, but by Anglo- 
American power in behalf of all 
people, through co-operative au- 
thority and mutual policing by 
great nations and collectives of 
small nations: one single author- 
ity whose business, backed by 
overwhelming power, must be to 
maintain the union, secession 
thereafter being aggression. 


Can We Impose Authority? 


The choice in the world is self- 
mastery through co-operative ac- 
tion or mastery through domina- 
tion. In the long run, there are 
no other alternatives, Either will 
be accomplished only by the test 
of power, which means the test 
of willingness to use force, if it 
is necessary to use force to 
achieve it. 
Force is seldom used, where 
power is so overwhelming that to 
challenge it is catastrophe—unless 
the alternative is patently inac- 
ceptable. Desperation, of course, 
knows no restraints of cold cal- 
culation. 
Therefore the Anglo-American 
world must not only offer the 
world, but be prepared to impose 
upon the world, a-world authority 
offering no nations, including our 
own, any advantage not enjoyed 
by others, or any obligation not 
undertaken by all: “to each ac- 
cording to its needs, from each 
according to its abilities.” 
Our peace has gone awry be- 
cause never were we clear about 
what we were compelled to fight 
for, by the logic of history and 
modern weapons, namely, the end 
of war by the establishment of a 
single authority of world control. 
The atomic bomb still gives us 
the power to save mankind—if 
only we have the intellectual cour-

Gen. George C. Marshal and 
Gen. H. H. Arnold say they never 
agreed to such a board. Hensel, 
testifying before a Senate com- 
mittee, said they did. Secretary 
of War Robert P. Patterson 
promptly declared that Hensel 
was “mistaken.” 


The Background Story. 


This is what actually happened: 
On Sept. 15, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, made up of Marshall, Ar- 
nold, Adm. Ernest J. King and 
Adm. William Leahy, did recom- 
mend a civilian board. The board 
was to consider the future of the 
new weapons that have revolution- 
ized warfare—atomic energy. 
guided radio missiles, and so on. 


The document in which this 
recommendation is made is, in- 
cidentally, extremely interesting. 
It is a frank admission that what 
has come into being is so big 
that it has shattered all the con- 
cepts of warfare, necessitating an 
approach above and beyond any- 
thing within the scope of the pro- 
fessional military. 


The recommendation was unan- 
imously agreed to. Secretary of 
the Navy James Forrestal, after 
it was submitted to him, turned 
it over to Assistant Secretary 
Hensel for consideration. 

Hensel wrote a reply to the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff in which he 
gaid that the Navy Department 
approved the idea of a board. But 
he went on to say it was the 
Navy's view that the board, to be 
dominated by civilians or perhaps 
to be entirely composed of civil- 
jans with military consultants, 
should take in much more scope. 


OW that Gen. Eisenhower has testified in favor of unifica- 
tion of the armed services, the Navy has produced Adm, Nimitz 
to testify against it. So the battle goes on, with the big guns 


It should consider, Hensel sug- 
gested, the problem of adminis- 
tration of the armed forces. While 
he did not use the wicked word 
“unification,” that was what, in 
effect, he was talking about. 
Within a few days, a reply came 
back from the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff which said: 


“The Joint Chiefs of Staff are 
of the opinion that the recom- 
mendation, as set forth in the 
draft letter (originally proposing 
the board on atomic energy, etc.) 
is directed toward a particular 
phase of the over-all problem of 


national security, which, due to 
its unprecedented character and 
vast possibilities, requires imme- 
diate, specific and exhaustive ex- 
amination. 


Nvends vs. Meaning. 


“They recognize the importance 
of the other phases of the prob- 
lem®* suggested by the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy. However, 
they feel that these can best be 
determined later in the light of 
the board’s report rendered under 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff's recom- 
mendation, It would therefore 
appear unwise to increase the 
scope and complexity of the 
board’s task at the outset and 
thereby risk seriously delaying 
consideration of the most press- 
ing phase of the problem.” 

Allowing for the howevers and 
whereases of Government gob- 
bledy-gook, this said that the 
board should take up first the 
new techniques of mass death, 
and then later should proceed to 
the other questions raised in Hen- 
sel’s letter. At least that is the 
way Hensel read it, and it is why 
he testified that the Chiefs of 
Staff had unanimously recom- 
mended a_ civilian board that 
would cover unification. 


Several faces were red in the 
War Department when the corre- 
spondence with Hensel was ex- 
amined in the light of his testi- 
mony. Apparently, no one had 
read his letter carefully. So the 
idea of a civilian board got a 
boost from a source stoutly op- 
posed to any such plan, and the 


unification - controversy boiled 
more furiously.

NIMITZ URGES QUICK 
END 10 MERGER ROW 


Tells American Legion That 
‘Uncertainty Is Impeding 
Postwar Planning.’ 


CHICAGO, Nov. 19 (AP)—Fleet 
Adm, Chester W, Nimitz, com- 


mander in chief of the Pacific 
Fleet, told the National American 
Legion convention today “I can- 
not support the proposed merger. 
of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments,” but asserted the contro- 
versy “must be resolved promptly 
to remove the uncertainty which 
is now impeding postwar plan- 
ning.” 

Nimitz and John L, Sullivan, 
assistant secretary of the Navy 
for Air, joined in a plea for a 
thorough study of the proposed 
unification by a non-partisan civi- 
lian board, 


Nimitz declared “so radical a 
change, especially at this time 
when the nature and the aspects 
of warfare have been subjected to 
the greatest mechanical revolution 
since the invention of gunpowder, 
must be soberly and conscien- 
tiously studied, in every detail.” 

Brig. Gen. Kenneth C. Royall, 
under secretary of war, urged Le- 
gionnaires to make their influ- 
ence felt on national defense 
measures. 

He said.it would take a “strong 
and concerted effort” to prevent 
“the pendulum of American 
thought” from swinging “into the 
dangerous rosy zone of ostrich- 
thinking.” 

Royall said publicity given or- 
ganizations opposed to universal 
military training would indicate 
such groups “include a majority of 
our people.” He contended, how- 
ever, that public opinion polls 
show an “overwhelming majority” 
favor universal traiming. 

“But the voice of the many has 
almost been drowned by _ the 
clamor of the few,” he declared. 

“Here is where the Legion comes 
in. Had your counsel been fol- 
lowed in the '20s and '30s when 
the Legion time and again strove 
to arouse public opinion as to the 
necessity of military preparedness, 
it is doubtful that the totalitarian 
powers would have dared embark 
on world conquest. It is certain 
that Pearl Harbor would not have 
caught us perilously unprepared 
to defend ourselves. 

“But minority groups were able 
to align public opinion with them 
in opposition to your counsel. Now 
you have public opinion over- 
whelmingly with you.” 

Fleet Adm. Ernest J. King de- 
clared yesterday the “best ap- 
proach” to a proposed merger of 
the armed forces under a unified 
command would be “a complete, 
thorough and unbiased study by a 
specially appointed board of civil- 
ian and military leaders.” 

The chief of naval operations 
said: “We would not build a build- 
ing without a blueprint. Nor would 


we expect to achieve a satisfac- 


tory compromise between archi- 
tects by combining two conflicting 
plans. 

“Our future national security is 
so vital that we must not gamble 
with it. Yet, without a thorough, 
comprehensive study, that is what 
hasty action, or even a compro- 
mise among conflicting points of 
view, would amount to. 

President Truman telegraphed 
greetings. He said this was the 
first Legion convention in many 
years he had not attended as a 
delegate from Missouri. Truman 
said the Legion was in a position 
“to render great service—by help- 
ing returning veterans to find 
their place’ in competitive society.” 
He said “they need to be guided 
back and helped intelligently” and 
that he hoped the Legion would 
“take the lead in Helping these 
veterans of World War II.” The 
President added that 
ernment will do its part.”

He added it was nis opinion 
that President Roosevelt was the 
principal policy-maker for the 
United States at that time, and 
he (Kurusu) enlisted the aid of 
the “influential” men because of 
the necessity of reaching’ the 
President through various sources. 
However, the support of the “in- 
fluential” men was “not much 
help,” Kurusu asserted . 

Kurusu also asserted that To- 
kyo’s declaration of war arrived 
at the Japanese embassy in Wash- 
ington before the time it was 
scheduled to be announced, but 
Was so badly garbled it was im- 
possible to decode it before the 
Pearl Harbor attack began. 

Fleet Adm. Osami Nagano, who 
gave the order for the blow at 
Pearl Harbor, said in Tokyo re- 
cently that the formal declaration 
of war was to have preceded the 
attack by one-half hour, but “for 
some unknown reason” the mes- 
gage was delayed in Tokyo. 

The Japanese had intended the 
war declaration to be handed to 
the United States at 1 p.m., Dec. 
7. This was 7:30 a.m., Honolulu 
time, 25 minutes before Pear! Har- 
bor was hit. BOS ee 
Minimum Margin in Timing. 

Kurusu said he did not believe 
the message was intentionally gar- 
bled, but he remarked that the 
militarists attempted to “shave the 
time to a minimum between the 
declaration of war and the at- 
tack.” 

Details of the war declaration 
timing, the departure of the Japa- 
nese fleet on the Pearl Harbor 
mission and the attack itself were 
unknown to him until he returned 
to Japan, the diplomat said. 


“The militarists decided those 


things,” Kurusu explained. 
Commenting on other portions 
of the decoded Japanese messages 
submitted to the congressional 
Pearl Harbor committee, Kurusu 
said: : 
Plan “A” called for attempts at 
complete settlement of American- 
Japanese problems. Plan “B,” 
which had been rejected in the 
United States memorandum to Ja- 
pan on Nov. 26, had been an offer 
to withdraw Japanese troops from 
southern Indochina. It was sub- 
mitted merely to keep the door 
open for future negotiations. 
Kurusu said he was convinced 


Hull sincerely attempted to pre- 
vent, or at least postpone, war 
with Japan, knowing that the 
United States was militarily un- 
prepared for such a struggle. 

-‘“T am sorry to read reports that 
Hull is being criticised as negli- 
gent,” Kurusu said, “He certainly 
wasn't.” 

When asked his opinion of the 
reason the Americans presented 
the Nov. 26 memorandum—which 
Tokyo officials called an ultimat- 
um—Kurusu replied: 

“Well, perhaps you had to gatis- 
fy public opinion in your own 
country, too. I gathered the im- 
pression that Hull didn’t like it 
very much.” 

Kurusu said the Japanese for- 
eign office appointed him a spe- 
cial envoy to Washington and that 
he mzet Premier Tojo only briefly 
before leaving Japan, where “a 
great tidal wave of war sentiment 
was growing.” 

He said his major gamble was 
that the mission would attempt 
to find some formula whereby Jap- 
anese troops could be withdrawn 
from China with “the militarists 
saving face.” 

His second game, he said, was 
that the resurgent strength of the 
Russians might “be a deterrent to 
hot-headed Tokyo younger offi- 
cers, if the Pacific war could be 
postponed.” 

Kurusu resides in a summer cot- 
tage in this resort town, 90 miles 
northwest of Tokyo, with his 
American wife and two daughters.

Front candidates or staying away 
from the polls. Opposition lead- 
ers had urgéd a boycott of the

But in Sofia, a city of 700,000, 
the flow of voters in the 84 vot- 
ing districts appeared to 
been constant. 

The elections, first in Bulgaria 
since 1940, were quiet. Militiamen 
with fixed bayonets guarded vot- 
ing places where the voter was re- 
quired to present a_ certificate 
proving his right to cast a ballot. 

Opposition to the single slate of 
candidates was spearheaded by 
Nikola Petkov and four other ‘for- 
mer ministers in the Fatherland 
Front government who resigned 
because they considered the gov- 
ernment was Communist domi- 
nated. 

The opposition said the govern- 
ment was using fores and terror 
to turn out a large vote and with 
this large vote On record, the 
government would go headlong 
into making Bulgaria a Com- 
munist state.

It's the Season 


How Rangers Locate 
Ozark Forest Fires 


By Leonard Hall 


HIS is the time of forest fires in the Ozark 
woodland, starting about the last week in 
October and running well into November. 
Almost always at this season we get a spell of 
dry weather, with 
winds which bring 
down the leaves to 
form a tinder-like 
carpet on the for 
est floor. In the 
national forest and 
“fire protection dis- 
tricts” which ad- 
join them, the fire 
towers are manned 
with watchers. 
Fire-fighting crews 
are alerted and the 
district rangers 
keep their equip- 
ment ready to go 
at a minute’s no- 

tice. 
' Fires are readily located by a simple method 
ef triangulation. A watcher on one fire tower 
gees smoke, takes a sight to determine its direc- 
tion from his tower and telephones the ranger 
station where there is a master map showing 
the location of all towers in the district. The 
ranger runs a line out on his map, from the 
tower that has telephoned in the general direc- 
tion of the fire, and immediately calls another 
tower in the vicinity. The watcher in this tower 
searches for smoke, charts its direction and tele- 


phones the ranger. Another line is immediately 
run out on the master map from this tower in 
the direction indicated by the watcher. The 
point at which these lines cross is the location 
of the fire, and at once the ranger calls his 
fighters and heads for the blaze. Since the for- 
ests are criss-crossed by roads, the fighters can 
get to the scene of the fire in a short time. 
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THERE ARE two kinds of fires in the Ozark 
forests. One is caused by carelessness—a glow- 
ing cigarette tossed from a car speeding along 
the road or, perhaps, by a campfire left un- 
tended. There is little excuse for such careless- 
ness, yet these fires can generally be located and 
brought under control before much damage is 
done. The other kind of fire is harder to handle. 
This is the one which is deliberately set—some- 
times by a pyremaniac, sometimes because of a 
grudge which one neighbor holds against an- 
other, sometimes in the old and mistaken Ozark 
theory of burning the woods|\“to make the grass 
grow better.” A grudge fire jis set for a specific 
purpose, such as | d 
hay stacks, and e damage is generally done 
by the time fire-fighters reach the scene. The 
same is often true of fire set by the pyromaniac. 
But hardest of all to handle is the fire set by 
the man who is “burning off the pasture.” As 
often as not, he will have a broom soaked in 
kerosene and, mounted on horseback, will set a 
hundred small fires along a ridge. Then, by the 
time the fighters are there, he will be over on 
the next ridge a mile away, repeating the per- 
formance. 
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IT MIGHT BE interesting to examine the facts 
about “burning to improve the pastures.” We 
start with the fact that grazing the forest is a 
“must” with the Ozark farmers because manv 
farms are not productive enough to carry their 
livestock without “open range” grazing to sup- 
plement home pastures. Moreover, the forests 
under proper conditions are perfectly capable of 
furnishing this supplemental pasturage. The 
trouble is that for many years the grazing has 
not been done under proper conditions so that 
today much of the forest furnishes little or no 
livestock forage. The natural forage plants of 
the Ozark forest floor—and of the open glades 
with which these forests were once interspersed 
—are perennials of considerable food value. 
There are the big and little bluestem, hardy and 
succulent grasses common to the Missouri prairie 
and the forest glades. There are a dozen deep- 
rooted legumes—clovers, peas and lespedezas. 
These take advantage of the humus created each 
year by falling leaves and send their nitrogen- 
fixing roots deep into the soil which gathers in 
the rock crevices. 
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OVER A LARGE area of our Missouri forests 
today these succulent grasses and legumes are 
almost totally killed out. Two things are re- 
sponsible—fire and over-grazing. Fire burns out 
the humus. It kills the young timber, but en- 
courages sprouts which immediately start drain- 
ing away the available plant food, making it 
impossible for the forage plants to re-establish 
themselves. When the fire has passed, shallow- 
rooted annual grasses and weeds spring up with 
a fine green color and foo] the farmer into be- 
lieving he has created valuable pasture. But the 
plants which come up are mainly cheat grass 
and foxtail and similar shallow-rooted, short- 
lived species which contain little nutritive value 
and die down to a lifeless gray waste with the 
first hot spell of July. This gray mid-summer 
color is all too common to our Ozark forest floor. 
Early grazing, rather than over-grazing, is the 
curse of the Ozarks. Because home pasture and 
hay and fodder crops are all-too-often thin, stock 
is turned out in the spring before the perennials 
have had a chance to get underway and estab- 
lish themselves. Soon the forest is grazed bare. 
There is no summer or autumn pasturage left. 
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IN AUTUMN, the leaves fall and the woods 
are burned off again. Once more the humus is 
destroyed, the root systems of the good forage 
plants are burned out. The ground is left bare 
to erode throughout the winter, while sprouts 
continue to grow and sap what little plant food 
is left. Wildlife cover is destroyed. The shrubs 
on which the deer feed, the beggarlice and pea 
vines which might feed wild turkeys and quail, 
as well as cattle—all are burned out. And 
through the winter, each rain carries soi] and 
gravel down to help destroy the Ozark streams. 
The farmers lose a grazing potential worth per- 
haps $30,000,000 a year, while the loss to the 
State in recreational value is equally great. 

The means to correct this situation are at 
hand. On a trip which Mama and I made re- 
cently through the Clark National Forest, we 
saw how it is being done. Paul Kelleter, veteran 
of the Forest Service, was our host, while Gor- 
don Fox, Leon Hornkoh! and Bill Emerson went 
niong to explain the work. I think most Mis-

NE of the most important jobs 
QO: be done in getting ready to 

mix up a batch of spritz cookies 
is the grating of the almonds. 
Some old-timers have little devices 
that look like miniature wall cof- 
fee grinders which shave up the 
almonds as finely and as uniform- 
ly as possible. Right now. these 
are not on the market. So if you 
can’t borrow one from a neighbor, 
then the only other alternative is 
to use your own fine grater, and 
it should be sharp. Place it over 
a sheet of wax paper and patiently 
grate the almonds by hand. Once 
this is done nothing should prevent 
you from turning out a high grade 
of these unusually fine cookies. 
A cookie press does a beautiful 
job of helping you to obtain fluted 
wreaths. If you lack this you 
can make a paper cone, put a 
pastry tube into it and make neat 
looking wreaths. When you start 
baking the cookies, you will need 
to stay on the job and be your 
most vigilant self because they 
burn easily due to their richness. 

Spritz Cookies. 

Two cups butter, softened; one- 
half cup sugar, one small egg, 
one egg yolk, two cups sifted all- 
purpose flour, one-fourth cup 
blanched almonds, finely grated. 

Cream butter and add sugar 


gradually, beating until light and. 


fluffy. Add egg and egg yolk and 
beat well. Stir. in flour and al- 
monds, Chill slightly. Using a 
cookie press, press out into small 
wreaths onto an ungreased cookie 
sheet. Bake in 375 degrees oven 
for five to six minutes. Cookies 
should be only delicately brown on 
bottom and edge. Makes about 
70 small cookies.

Pleurisy 


Common-Sense Medicine 


URISY frequently follows 
some previous acute or chronic 
infection of the air passages or 

of the lungs which has irritated 
the double walled sac (the pleura) 
covering the lugs. Injury to the 
chest wall, especially the ribs, can 
predispose to the infection, 


Pneumonia, influenza, acute 
bronchitis, colds, tonsilitis, and es- 
pecially tuberculosis are the more 
frequent causes of pleurisy. Acute 
pleurisy is ushered in with'a fever 
of 100 degrees or more and a stab- 
bing pain in the side affected 
which is made worse by deep 
breathing or a sudden change in 
position of the body. Lying on the 
affected side usually gives some 
relief as it lessens the movement 
on that side of the chest which 
consequently reduces the friction 
of the pleura (lung covering) and 
therefore the pain. 


If pleurisy is associated with 
pneumonia or influenza the pic- 
ture is more complicated. If fluid 
collects between the two layers of 
the membraneous.gac about the 
lung (pleura) rel of pain is 
quite marked. This is made pos~ 
sible by separating the painful 
and inflamed surfaces. If this 
fluid is small in quantity nothing 
of note will happen, but if the 
fluid is increased to as much as a 
pint or more serious symptoms 


develop. Difficult breathing, fever, 
chills and sweating occur and re- 
lief by aspiration of the fluid is 
necessary. If the fluid is on the 
left side and large in quantity the 
heart May be displaced. If the 
pleurisy is severe or complicated 
by pneumonia or influenza pus 
may develop in the fluid and com- 
plicate the, picture to alarming 
proportions. When pus develops 
this is known as empyema. Sur- 
gical drainage is necessary in em- 
peyma cases and tuberculosis must 
be looked for in all cases of pleu- 
risy with fluid collection. The 
treatment is symptomatic. Bed 
rest, strapping of the chest and 
some opium compound or derivi- 
tive for pain constitute the essen- 
tials for the care of these patients. 
Your physician is necessary to 
watch the case for any of the com- 
plications just mentioned. 


The best prevention is to keep 
up body resistence by daily exer- 
cise, lots of fresh air and sunlight, 
and the avoidance of unnecessary 
exposure to bad weather. Some 
cases can be treated at home by 
your physician and others demand 
hospital care to avoid serious com- 
plications and to properly manage 
the case when serious complica- 
tions develop in spite of every pre- 
caution,

The Personal Pronouns. 
Q. I'm about to admit defeat. 
Can’t you and your learned col- 
league show me some simple way 


to explain to my English class 
why such expressions as, ‘“Let’s 
you and I dance with he and Wil- 
liam” simply will not do? I've 
tried grammar, but all it gets me 
is “yes’m,” accompanied by a very 
blank look. 

A. The confusion about the per- 
sonal pronouns is due largely to 
the obscure profundity of the 
grammar books, and their pref- 
erence for vague, Latinized terms, 
instead of the plain American 
which we speak and understand. 

(Incidentally, my assistant, Dr. 
Etaoin Shrdlu, is furious because 
I insist that the American educa- 
tional system should take the 
groans out of grammar. He has 
accused me of deliberately trying 
to ruin the sale of his forthcoming 


ig weer, “Shrdlu on the Frenistic 


Syntaxis of English Tarfuism,” 
which, he asserts, is so magnifi- 
cently unintelligible that it is sure 
to be eagerly snapped up by every 
public school system in the land. 
By the way, the good doctor’s 
is pronounced: ET-oh-in 
SHERD-Iloo.) 

There are two kinds of personal 
pronouns: (1) the pronouns which 
act or create action, I, you, he, she, 
we, they, and (2) those which re- 
ceive the action or are acted upon, 
me, you, him, her, us, them, Thus: 
I struck you; you struck me; he 
struck her; she struck him; we 
struck them; they struck us. That 
is really all that we need to know 
about the pronouns in order to 
use them correctly* 

For example, in our harassed 
teacher’s sentence, “Let’s you and 
I dance with he and William,” 
there are three errors: (1) Since 
“let's” ig short for “let us,” the 
first of the sentence is redundant, 
“Let us you and I...” (2) Since 
“let” is equivalent to “permit, 
allow,” or “I propose that,” the 
pronouns that follow are acted 
upon thus: “Let you and me 
dance ...,” just as one would say, 
“Let me dance...” (3) The ones 
to be danced with are also acted 
upon. No one would dream of 
saying, “Let I dance with he.” 

Let us use a simple dagh to 
indicate the action in a sentence, 
Note how easily it selects the cor- 
rect pronouns: 

Keep thig between—you and me. 

They invited—my wife and me. 

We girls invited—him and her. 

He and she invited—us girls.

The same first-round bidding 
prevailed at all the other tables, 
but the other Easts took out the 
double to three clubs. When his 
happened the South players took 
warning and retired from the 
auction. In most cases the East- 
West pairs then ended up in four- 
heart contracts, which were made, 
for duplicate scores of 420 points. 


Only at this one table did East 
appreciate the chance to play for 
a 500-point profit against the vul- 
nerable opponents, and though 
his hand was not ideally suited to 
defense against two spades, he 
had enough confidence in his part- 
ner to accept the double. This 
was a sound decison, but West 
let him down in the play. 


West opened the diamond queen, 
driving out South’s blank ace. 
South laid down the heart king; 
West won and properly returned 
a heart. It would have been a 
good idea for South to win this 
with dummy’s .,queen, then to 
finesse for the trump jack, but he 
could not foresee the advantage 
of this play (which was due to 
the exact break of spades and 
clubs) so he won with his own 
heart jack and excited with a club, 

West cashed the queen and ace 
of clubs, then led another heart. 
East ruffed dummy’s queen with 
the spade jack, and declarer dis- 
carded his last club. Now the 
crucial point of the play had ar- 
rived. East laid down the club - 
king; declarer ruffed with the’ 
eight—and West over-ruffed. After 
that, South could easily take all 
the tricks except West’s second 
high trump, and the contract was 
down only 200 points. 

If West had correctly discarded 
when South ruffed the club king, 
he would have won three trump 
tricks instead of two, and thus 
earned “top on the board.”

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BRITAIN’S DUMMY 
TARGETS DIVERTED 
730 NAZI AIR RAIDS 


Mock Airfields Drew Off 
More Attacks Than Were 
Made on Real Ones. 


LONDON, Nov. 19 (AP)—A net- 
work of 500 dummy cities, air- 


fields, shipyards and other targets 
so realistic that they blazed at 
night under enemy attack—caused 
thousands of tons of German 
bombs to drop harmlessly in open 
fields during the Battle of Britain, 
the Air Ministry disclosed yester- 
day. 

Mock airfields drew more raids 
than real ones—443 compared with 


434 on actual installations. The 
fields appeared so genuine that 
Allied’ pilots had to exercise great 
care to avoid trying to land on 
them. 

Revealing the scope of its decoy 
system for the first time, the Air 
Ministry credited the mock tar- 
gets with diverting 730 attacks 
from key cities and military in- 
stallations, saving thousands of 
lives and preventing millions of 
dollars worth of property damage. 

“A conservative estimate credits 
the decoys with drawing 5 per cent 
of all bombs, incendiarieS and 
mines dropped at night during the 
war,” the ministry said.
